Further to my letter of September_26th, District 
School Inspector Davey has returned from the Williems Lake 
district and in his memorandum of October 6th attached, 
reports with regard to Quonset school buildings and recommends 
against the erection of a Quonset building on the ape Mudge 
Reserve for the reason stated, with which recommendation I 
fully concur. 


Mr. Neary's comments with regard to the tenders 
received on a standard building at Cane Mudee ®Ss compared 
with the cost of such a building in Kastern Canada, are noted, 
and while I cannot see why there should be such e great 
difference in the cost here and in Rastern Canada, as the 
tenders received were submitted on ¢ competitive basis, it 
would appear to indicate that matericl and labour costs must 
be higher here, 


Since writing the sbove Mr. Neary's letter of 
October 11th, in which it is suggested that both tenders on 
Plan 865 be rejected, has been received. This no doubt would 
be the proper thing to do if it were not for the fact that 
construction at Cape Mudge has already been postponed for a 
number of years, or if we had some other proposal which would 
provide suitable classroom accommodation at a more reasonable 
cost, but otherwise it is felt that in spite of the exorbitant 
cost the lowest tender on Plan 865 should be accepted. 


We are opposed to the use of a Quonset building 


at this point, as stated above, having in mind the type and 
standard of home construction in the village and also the 
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fact that on Quadra Islend and at Campbell River Province 
is proceeding with the construction of modern buildings costing 


at the rate of over $20,000 per classroom.

Elimination of the proposed 
pbuilding and the rejection of the tenders on plan 865 leaves us 
with only one alternative if construction is not to be postponed 
for another year and that is the erection of a prefabricated 
ulti-Flex" building of the same construction as the new schools 
at Pemberton, Metlekatla and elsewhere. We are confident that 
Prefabricated Structures can supply us with ¢ single classroom, 
complete, erection of which we can arrange on & firm price basis 
for smounts in each case sufficiently 1c” as to obviate the 
necessity for an Order-in-Council, but ving in mind the absence 
of any reaction from the Department to our rece submission cover- 
ing the proposed erection of prefab. schools in the Skeene Agency 
we hesitate to spend our own time, Contractors' time and the 
Company's time on such @ proposal without some indication from 
Depertment that it will be given considerstion.

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With reference to your letter of February 5th 
I beg to advise you that I have just returned from Cape 
Mudge where I was engaged in overseeing the erection of a 
concrete cistern for the water supply at Cape Mudge and 
while there I went into the auestion of the suggested new 
building for a teacher's residence. The Indians said they 
would be ready to do the work at any time after the middle 
of April between then and the middle of June. 


I talked over the plan of the suggested 
building with Mrs. Howard, the teacher, and she had obtained 
a book of designs and had selected one called Dixie Xvl. I 
find on checking it over with a scale rule that this building 
is 24 X 34 with three porches or verandahs attached to ite. 
Her idea of this particular building was that she thought 
there should be three bedrooms so that there might be s spare 
room for anyone coming there. It was further suggested that 
the house instead of being shingled outside should be 
covered with rustic with tar paper in between and the inside 
should be lined first with shiplap and finished with beaver 
board with the exception of the kitchen which should be done 
with V joint or beaded flooring « I am forwarding you 
the design but I have not yet gone into the estimates of the 
materiel but think that the building is rather larger then 
what is necessary but I am submitting it to you for approval 
of otherwise. I would suggest thet whatever building is 
erected should be on concrete footings or concrete pillars. 
The ground is level end the pillars need not be more than 
a foot high.

During my last visit to Cape Mudge I examined 
the damage done to the waste pipe-line leading from the tea~ 
cher's residence to the beach, and I am requested to ask for 
authority to not only have this repaired, but to have the line 
extended. 

+ nave on file a letter from a former teacher, 
Mrs. Florence Howard, dated Rebruary 20, 1925 in which she re- 
fers to the advisability of having this drain pipe extended. 
However, I find that in February, 1925, 285 feet of vitrified 
tile pipe at a cost of twenty-three cente per foot was laid. 
Time has shown that this is at least one hundred feet too chort 
to affect its purpose properly. At the same time, I am corvin- 
oed that the damage done to this pipe has been caused by Indians 
depositing their loge for fuel purposes on the beach and not 
taking reasonable care to avoid damaging this pipe. Unless 
some extensive alteration is made involving the pipe-line 
veing buried deeper, it is quite esible that this ;@ will 
oceur again in a very short time if this matter is not given 
the necessary attention and the repair work carried out. 


In my opinion it would not be necessary to 
replace the whole of the pipe, but only that portion which ex- 
tends over the actual beach and which hitherto has been exposed. 
For thie purpose I would suggest that a box pipe would be more 
suiteble as although this portion of the pipe could be sunk a 
little deeper, it would pee only be a matter of a year or 
so until it was washed clear. would therefore recommend that 
an outside sum of one hundred dollars be applied for to cover 
the cost of having this work done.

While on a recent visit to Cape Mudge, it 
was brought to my notice that the toilet in the teacher's 
residence is out of order, and that the drain which leads 
into the ocean is entirely gone. 


After sizing this up, I am under the impression 
it would be too costly to try and repair this, and feel the 
only solution is to build a septic tank in the yard close to 
the house. This would not cost a great deal and would be much 
more satisfactory and sanitary than the previous arrangement. 


The Indians have agreed to build this and 
instal it themselves, providing the Department will supply 
the material, so the only expense would be some two inch 
planking, and I am asking that authority be given to have 
this work carried out. It would cost approximately $10.00 
to purchase the required material to build this, and I woud 
ask that you approve of this and have the necessary authority 
forwarded.

The matter was taken up with the Indians as 
they had offered to give the labour without charge, but 
they now decline to do this on the grounds that the 
teacher's residence does not belong to them but is the 
property of the Devartment, and they feel they should 
be compensated for their labour. 


Under the circumstances, 4s the septic 
tank must necessarily be constructed as soon as possible, 
I would request that authority be granted to expend not 
more than ten dollars for labour for the construction 
of this tank.

Extract from Inspector Barry's report on the 
Cape Mudge Indian day school visited on 
February 16, 1939. 


I believe that in the next fiscal year an 
effort should be made to introduce arts and crafts 
into this school by having the girls taught the 
carding of wool and all that must be learned with 
regard to the making of Cowichan woolen goods, and 
the boys taught the carving of small totem poles 
with hand knives. 


Indians are I believe available for such 
instruction and as recommended in my report the sum 
of $100 should cover the total expenditure for 4 
year under this heading. The school is certainly 
ready for this sort of work now. It should however 
not be started till October lst 1939 and close for 
the academic year on March 3lst 1940.

inst. ,No.487,353, I beg to report that I visited the Cheh-lie 
Indian Reserve on the 25th inst. and was present st a aceting 
of all the Indiane in regard to the establishing of a day 
gohool by the Department on the Indian Reserve, These Indians, 
as on previous occasions, expressed a very strong desire to 
have the school open and are willing to supply a building 25 ft. 
16 X10 ft-nigh, and also a house in which the teachers could 
reside for the pressat. The buildings referred to will require 
to be repaired; the one in which it is proposed to hold school 
will need a new floor, relining from the wainscoting up to the 
ceiling, the roof repaired, and the building throughout cleaned 
up and painted;the total cost of thie will be as shown on the 
attached etatement. In addition to the above it will be neces~ 
sary for the Department to previes school desks, as there are 
none at Taawassen School, belonging to the Department.

Dear Mr. Cairns: 

As you are aware, we have been most 
anxious to get a change from Chehalis to another school 
where it woule be possible to give our childrne a chance 
to attend school. During the last year or more, we 
have written to head-quarters and while the replies have 
been sympathetic, nothing has come of our representations. 


It is not ior me to enlarge upon our 
serves, as our reports to the Department can be 
consulted, and as you can bear witness to my work now 
going on for the tenth year. However, our children are 
of school age, and this year we shall have to leave one 
of them at a boarding school, as any further delay would 
be disastrous to her chances of obtaining any education 
worth while. As this will be a heavy drain upon our 
resources, I must ask your help in securing from the 
lepartment an increase of salary which will bring mine 
on a par with other teachers. I cannot see why I am 
not receiving $75.00 per month the sae ag teachers who 
are within easy reach of towns. Mere boathire to obtain 
our ordinary groceiies costs us over thirty dollars a 
year. Last year, a visit to a dentét to have a tooth 
drawn cost me twenty-two dollars. Further the price of 
food in these country stores ig nearly fifty per cent 
higher than in the city of Vancouver. 


I mention the facts stated above to 
give the Department some idea of what a treat drain it 
will be upon us to send our daughter to « boarding school. 
The increased asked will be some aid towards solving the 
problem. At present I am receiving $800.00 per annum, 
The additional $100.00 ig I think justly due after nine full 
years of seivice. 


I feel sure that I can vely on your 
support and I truest that the Department will see its way 
to help Mrs. Moroney and myself to provide for this 
absolute necessity. It will be a fearful wrench to us to 
have to separate ourselves from our child, but it must 
be done at any cost.

+ is mainly attributable to the influence exerted by the 
eacher and matron over them. The Moroneys also have two 
children of school age, one of whom is attending High School, 
and it would mean 4 great deal to have the educational facili- 
ties offered by the City of Chilliwack at their door. 


Would it be possible, therefore, to transfer 
Mrs. Moroney's matroncy with her to Chilliwack, and to create 
a temporary matroncy at Chehalis until the end of the fiscal 
year, when the position might be made permanent? An early 
reply will be much appreciated, as it is necessary to have 
some definite action towards the appointment of a teacher be- 
fore the end of the current month.

It is quite true the Inspector gave three or four 
demonstration lessons, which I shall take the liberty to 
briefly explain: Stepping to the blackboard, Wr, Rarry drew 
pictures of three chairs and asked the children what the 
pictures repr od, Next he gave three or four examples 
in the combination of addition and subtraction- very good 
lessons, too, but nothing that we had not learned in our 
infancy thirty years ago. This ended the demonstration 

lessons upon which so much stress has been laid, Poth 
lessons did not take more than ten minutes, If this is what 
Mr. Barry calls"considerable detail", both words must have 
taken on a new sense of meaning in recent years, 


The Inspector, I suppose, did not go to any pains in 
particular when making his report to explain how he tested 
out and came to the positive conclusion that the suggestions 
he claims to have made were not carried out by me. It is a 
tendency with people not to make explanations if they have 
some definite purpose in mind which they do not wish to 
convey. It might, therefore, be as well to clear up this 
point now, When Mr. Barry visited the 1001 in June, there 
were three children present.

In this school we take 
good care that the property of the Department is looked 
after with care, and nothing is ordered unless it 
absolutely essential and can be used to advantage.

There are no children in the world who are taught with 
so much care and given sugk so much consideration as are 
Indian children, and there are no other children in the 
world who respond so poorly. fvery lesson is explained so 
thoroughly that a visitor to an Indien school migh 
surmise the teacher was givéng an exhibition of his or her 

411, And this care, patience and thoroughness goes on 
svery day, but alas, it goes for naught. Teachers may 
explain and expound and give the very best that is in them, 
but they can't be expected to bridge the void left by 
Nature in the Indian child- a receptive brain. Memory they 
have not, and the germ of impulse of Intelligenee insofar 
as educational matters are concerned has not been born in 
them. There are a few exceptions, but the exceptions are 
so rare as to arouse and excite curiosity, But even in an 
Ape jungle exceptions will be fotnd. The Indian child as 
well as the Indien adult admit they are not bright and that 
4t is difficult for them to learn. And here we are dealing, 
as perhaps you know, with one of the lowest type of Indian, 
the very fungus of the Indian race. Lazy, shiftless, 
indolent, liars, 911 stomach and cunning. I wish Mr, Barry 
went among them with his suggestions. According to smme of 
their own spokesmen they intend to remain as they are. 
Civilization to them they state would mean taxation, and 
while the country supports their children at the Boarding 
Schools there is no valid reason for them to embrace 
civilization or go to any trouble to improve their condition. 


School does not worry either the young or the old- it 
the least of their worry. Of course if they did not have 
school they would kick. ith this attitude in mind and 

hese notions held by most of the adults and imparted to 
the youngsters, don't you think in all fairness that it is 
quite a struggle for teachers to handle them. Very few 
people, other than Indian Agents, realize the many things 
a teacher on an Indian reserve has to contend with, and if 
he does not understand them he may just as well get oute It 
is dubious if Mr. Barry has been long enough in tl 
service of the Department to understand their 

mentality.

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Nevertheless, the teacher is blamed for their imperfections, 
looked upon as a sort of rag, and put on the " spot" if an 
Indian child in his twilight stage of civilization does not 
answer some question he has either forgotten or never before 
heard, 

Here the average Indian child attends school for about 
five months in the school-year. It is not reasonable for 
Inspectors or for anyone else to expect that a child, even 

a white child can accomplish as much or absorb as much in 
five months as in ten months. We have on our Roll Book 
children who have only been to school four days in the 
Quarter, others ten days, twenty- five days and thirty-six 
days during the same period. Yhen the Inspector comes alogg 
he does not “take this important phase or relation into 
consideration when making his report to the Department, but 
it counts agains he teacher when Should not.

I do not understand from Mr. Burns' letter 
just whet action, if eny, he has teken to inform the 
Depertment of Indien Affairs of his intention to resign 
his position of teacher et Chehalis. In the ordinery way 
this teacher should heve sent forward his resignation to 
the Department through Mr. Indien Agent Deunt et New Westminster. 
The matter is further complicated through the fact that 
Mrs. Burns is acting ss Field Metron et Chehalis, and no 
mention is mede of her intention to resign. 


I heve therefore to request thet you will teke 
any steps you consider necessary in this case. 


You will recall that i reported unfevourebly on 
this school twice, end thet since then there hes been st 
least one letter of complaint from the local Indians. 


Mr. Indian Agent Deunt informed me some time ago 
when we met in Chilliwack thet there hed been compleints 
from the Indians with regard to Mr. Burns! teaching. At 
thet time I asked him to inform the Department of indian 
Affairs of any such complaints. I need herdly say that I 
am very glad indeeé to hear that Mr. Burns i: being moved 
from this school, es nothing could possibly be done to edvance 
the educetion of the loce] Indians till e properly quelified 
teacher was placed at Chehalis. 


As I om leaving for the Nass eerly in Vay, ond 
till then my time is very fully occupied with inspection 
itineraries to Alert Bay, and the West Coest, no inspection 
could be made of the Day School at Chehalis till nesr the 
end of June, end it would seem to me to be far better to 
allow this teacher to relinquish his appointment without 
further inspection. I shall however make e note of the 
necessity of carrying out an inspection et Chehalis early 
in the next school yeer, when a new teecher hes taken up 
the work there.

He is certainly 
not afraid of the local Indians, as he will not give 
4n to their, at times, foolish requests to loan 
money, etc., they are making an effort to have hin 
removed, Mre. Burns appears to me to be a fine type 
of woman as Field Matron. I would therefore ask 
the Department to write the Chief of these Indians 
a very stiff letter and request that the children 
attend school regularly, and that the Indians cease 
their foolish effort to get rid of a Teacher and of 
a Field Matron who have aw splendid service to 
the Indians and their children. 


The Department does not 4ntend to make any 
change in the teaching services at this school during the 
coming academic year and we would appreciate any assistance 
you can give in having the Indians send their children to 
gohool regularly.

I would, however, point out that this man has had 
a very unpleasant position for nine years. The Reserve is 
jsolated in so far as there is no road system out of it and 
he is entirely dependent up boat transportation.

certain, after the inspecti A.Le MeQuarrie, 
Medical Superintendent, and myself, that the Indians did not 
suffer from want, although they were not allowed to run riot 
with our charity. 


Mr. Burns is also blamed for the tightening up on 
the drug expenditure at Agassiz and the prohibition of pro- 
miscuous calls on the doctor. As an employee of the Depart- 
ment, I hold that any information he thinks of interest it is 
his duty to pass One 


So far as his qualifications 4s 4 teacher are 
concerned, this is @ matter for the School Inspector. I 
would like to point out, however, that these Indians are away 
from the Reserve from May to December and no teacher can 
therefore do very much with theme When Mr. Inspector Pragnell 
visited the Reserve with me on November 26th,1952, we found 
only five children there, but these five thoroughly understood 
their work as far as they went. This would seem to imy

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that Mr. Burns is not such a poor teacher, if given a 
chance. 


The attitude of these Indians is no doubt 
partly influenced by the presence in the District of four 
Government Relief Camps, the inhabitants of which fish along 
the river ani come in contact with the Indians. These men 
live splendidly on a Higher scale than most taxpayers, have 
their clothes and tobacco found for them and $7.50 per month 
in cashe This, with plenty of leisure to play around fishing 
is a poor example to the local Imians, who would very much 
like to have the same treatment. There are, of course, & num- 
ber of them, who if left alone would be contented, but egged 
on by firebrands such as Mrs. Richard Felix Joe, William 
Harris and s few more, the whole Band soon becomes rebellious 
and unappreciative of the services they are receiving. When 
Indians are in that frame of mind, it is a mistake to cater to 
them, as they will not be satisfied, but keep pressing for more 
all the time. 


I would, therefore, recommend to the consideration 
of the Department closing the School for a year or two anyway 
to bring the Indians to their senses, otherwise, any teacher 
appointed will be up against the same thing. 


The Pemberton Indians with a membership of about 
320 have been asking for a school for years. They have 78 
children of school age of whom 34 are taken care of in Ste 
Mary"s Mission Residential School leaving 44 on the Reserve 
without educational facilities. The Chehalis School and Cottage 
need repairs and it is possible that the cost of these would fit 
up temporary premises at Pemberton if the Department were in- 
clined to transfer the teacher provided such accommodation 
could be found. We badly need a Field Matron at Pemberton also, 
as it is over sixty miles from the nearest doctor. It would be 
much better policy to endeavour to place a teacher and Field 
Matron at Pemberton than to carry on the Chehalis School either 
with Mr. Burns or a new teacher. 


I am very sorry for the Burns family. They have 
had a difficult time and will have a more difficult one if he 
loses his position, as it is not easy for a man getting on in 
years to obtain work these times. They have four young 
children, two of whom they have had to send outside to educate, 
so I do not think they have much money saved to face the world 
with.

Bear Sir:- 


In reply to your lettess of April 9t and 16th in which 

you inform me that Mr. Perry, the Assistant Commissioner, desires 
my resignation, originally sutmitted to Mr. Barry, School Inspector, 
to be turned in through you, I wish to say that I would like to 
recall that resignation if possible. 


At the time I wrote it, I was feeling very badly at the 
attitude of the Indians and I was under the impression that another 
position was available. I find now that this is not the cease and 


ae : have a young family, it is a serious matter to be without 
worke 


In connection with all this trouble, I would like to say, 
that the Indians blame me for the action of the Department in putt- 
ing a cheek on their medical expenditures at the Agassiz Drug 
Store, and in calling the Doctor to the Reserve. I have of course 
mever had anything to do with this, «as the whole matter was raised 
and handled without my knowledge. 


They also blame me for not giving them wide open Relief and 
point out that on the Chilliwack Reserves everyone is getting 
Relief. I kmow nothing of what conditions may be like at Chilli- 
wack but I do know that Mrs. Burns as Field Matron will not recom 
mend Relief where it is not needed and I will not recommend Relief 
where young men quit work to come home and loafe. 


I am also suspected of keeping the agent posted on Reserve 
affairs, but I think this is part of my duty as an employee of the 
Department. The Indians do not like having any official who has 
been long enough with them to know them thoroughly, for then they 
cannot put anything over. 


An Indian on the Reserge has told me that what they would 
really like is to have the school closed down, as they think that 
the Department would then be forced to take their children and 
Place them at Mission to be fed, and clothed. They do not redaize 
of course that Mission is up to strength and there is no room there 
for more pupils. 


With the removal of the Field Matron also, there would be no 
drug supply on the Reserve and they think that they would then be 
entitled to call the Doctor whenever they wish and get all the drug 
store medicines they want. As it costs I think $20.00 every time 
the Doctor comes to the Reserve and there is a great difference in 
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in cost between Departmentally purchased drugs and locel prices, 
this@-11d cost the Department a great deal of money. 


This Reserve has always been a wild one as it is difficult or 
access and the Indians are pretty much left alone. My crime with the 
Indians hes not been my teaching, but the suspicion that I am respon- 
sible for them not receiving more Relief and other disciplinary 
measures. Amything I have done has been in the interests of the Departe- 
ment whose employee I am and in accordence with my duty, #0 I submit 
that the Department should protect me now. 


As I said before the care of my family will be a serious 
matter if I lose my position, but to be condid, I think the Indians 
should not get a new teacher. I do think I could do useful work for the 
Department on some other Reserve, where the children attend school re- 
gularly enough to learn something. At Chehalis they are mostly away 
from May to December, so no matter what « teacher's qualifications may 
be, he has no proper chance with them. I have always tried to see that 
they thoroughly understood what they did learn and in thie I think Mr. 
Inspector Pragnell will bear me out. 


I would respectfully request that I may be given a chance on 
some other Reserve, if there is no such apening I am willing to face 
it out, but I would be very glad to have the opportunity of a trans- 
fer. 


I wuld also add that the old custom of the teacher and 
gield Matron om the Reserves taking an active part in relief issues, 
because of their intimate knowledge of conditions, whieh while absol- 
utely correet and economical from the Department's point of view, has 
been the real cause of all this trouble and I would ask that in ruture 
the Rese@ve officials be relieved of this. It will cost the Department 
more money mux and work hardship on many cases who need temporary 
assistance but it will keep the Teachers and Field Matrons clear of 
much trouble. This particularly in our area where there are four 
Government Relief Camps, the inhabitants of which the Indians meet and 
listen to.

I have the honour to forward herewith a letter 
which I have received this morning from Mr. J.W.Burns, 
teacher at Chehalis Indian Day School, together with my 
reply. 

I do not understand from Mr. Burns! letter 
just what action, if any, he has taken to inform the 
Department of Indian Affairs of his intention to resign 
his position of teacher at Chehalis. In the ordinary way 
this teacher should have sent forward his resignation to 
the Department through Mr. Indian Agent Daunt at New Westminster. 
The matter is further complicated through the fact that 
Mrs. Burns is acting as Field Matron at Chehalis, and no 
mention is made of her intention to resign. 


I have therefore to request that you will teke 
any steps you consider necessary in this case. 


You will recall that I reported unfavourably on 
this school twice, and that since then there has been at 
least one letter of complaint from the local Indians. 


Mr. Indian Agent Daunt informed me some time ago 

when we met in Chilliwack that there had been compleints 
from the Indians with regard to Mr. Burns! teaching. At 

hat time I asked him to inform the Department of Indian 
Affairs of any such complaints. I need hardly say that I 
am very glad indeed to hear that Mr. Burns is being moved 
from this school, as nothing could possibly be done to advance 
the education of the local Indians till a properly quelified 
teacher was placed at Chehalis, 


As I am leaving for the Nass early in May, end 
till then my time is very fully occupied with inspection 
itineraries to Alert Bay, and the West Coast, no inspection 
could be made of the Day School at Chehalis till near the 
end of June, and it would seem to me to be far better to 
allow this teacher to relinquish his appointment without 
further inspection. I shall however make a note of the 
necessity of carrying out an inspection at Chehalis early 
in the next school year, when a new teacher has taken up

The Skwah School has for years been & source of 
trouble, and I think en effort should be made to obtain a 
properly qualified teachere 


I recognize that it is a difficult school to 
administer. The Reserves from which the pupils are drawn 
are scattered, and their proximity to the town of Chilliwack 
does not improve the moral fibre of the Indian parents. It 
will require a thoroughly trained and competent teacher to 
make much headway and awaken an interest in the School among 
the Indians. 


In view of past difficulties, my recommendation 
is that unless a really good teacher can be obtained, that 
the School be closed until a properly qualified man is 
available.

These are all in fair repair, 
except Katzie. This latter School has been closed for two 
years, and most of the windows were broken by boys. We boarded 
them all up, so no further damage is possible. The roof is 
also in poor condition, and we stopped actual leaks with such 


Material as was on hand, The desks were all shipped to Skeena 


Agency in January. Both Chehalis and Skwah Schools should be 
painted and redec rated, but it is impossible to interest 
people in submitting tenders at the present time. When there 
is more work available in the cities and towns than can be 
attended to, no workmen are anxious to @o out in the country 
on jobs. The buildings will really come to no harm until 


after the war, but they should bertainly be attended to them.

It is unfortunste thet the ettitude of some persons employed 
in our sehools is that procedures common in rural schools 
thirty or forty years ago are good enough and they will exert 
no perticuler effort to keep themselves in touch with present 
day trends which tend to make the work far more interesting 
to the pupils than the old-fashioned methods. In any event 
the a is anxious to promote the teaching of Home 
Eoon cs, Industriel Arts, etc., in our schools.

We have had considerable 
difficulty in the past with teachers holding English 
certificates in that they do not seem able to adapt 
themselves to teaching Indians. I would hesitate to 
recommend that Miss Langdale be Classified as a Grade 3 
teacher but would suggest that she only be classified 
as a Grade ° teacher until she has met the following 
qualifications: 


(a) Attended the British Columbia Department of 
Education Summer School and taken at least 
two courses there preferably in primary and 
elementary teaching techniques 


(b) Had one satisfactory inspection report from 
Major Davey. 


Our experience has been that it is very 
difficult to down-grade a teacher from Grade 3 to Grade 2.

If the Indians desire a garden in connection with 
the School, there is nothing to stop them doing the work 
themselves, and surely if we provide them with a school 
and a teacher, it is not too much to expect that they will 
do 2 little on their own account. 


As a matter of fact were such a garden started 
it would come to nothing, the Indians being away from the 
Reserve at the time the vegetables would need the most 
cultivation. 


With regard to the school building, I would 
recommend that the matter of redecorating and repainting 
be allowed to stand over until next year, when an estimate 
of the work necessary will be forwarded to you.

Mr. Perry, Assistant Indian Commissioner, has 
forwarded the report of Mr. Inspector Pragnell on his 
recent inspection of the Chehalis Indian Day School. The 
Inspector draws attention particularly to the confition 
of the roof of the school and teacher's residence. He 
states that the roof leaks, especially towards the chim- 
ney end, despite the fact that everything possible has 
been done to try to patch it. He is of the opinion that 
the roof was probably not properly built to withstand 
the constant downpour of rain and that the only satis- 
factory remedy is to entirely relay it, as, if left much 
longer, the plaster in the interior will come down. He 
reports, further, that the roof of the teacher's res- 
idence needs renewing. 


I have to request that you will have a thorough 
examination made of the roof of the two buildings and 
report regarding the repairs or work considered necessary 
to place these buildings ina satisfactory condition. You 
should state in detail the work required, the approximate 
cost of any material necessary and the labour in this 
connection. Our funds are extremely limited, but, if the 
cost involved is not too high, it is possible that the 
amount can be provided. Please state at which time of 
the year you would recommend that the repairs be carried 
out, if authorized. The Department will expect to hear 
from you in the near future regarding the above matter.

When Captain Rarry and yourself visited thés 
school on the 13th instant, among other things discussed was 
the wretched condition of the roof of the school and the 
chimney, also, how the foundation of one end of the building 
slipped slightly during the heavy snow of last December. 


Since you were here I had Fr. McRae (the 
carpenter who is building the new houses for Indians here) 
go over the building and report upon its condition. Below is 
quoted what he said in this connection: 


" It would be necessary", said Mr. MoRae, “to take the 
chimney down as far as the roof, re-build it and put on proper 
flashing and a hood (galvanized cap). I would not advise the 
doing of this work unless the roof te re-shingled as the old 
shingles are rotten. If the building is not re-shingled 
before next winter the plaster and kalsomine will be ruined". 


At my request he has submitted an estimate of 
the cost of repairing the building which covers the labor and 
supplying the material, anxshexgeeuna laid down at Chehalis and 
comes to $ 1868.00 made up as follows:

T ber to reouest that the Department 
make every possible effort to supply the school equipment 
applied for in the attached requisitions. 
There are at present only twelve suitable school desks 
in the school-room.The remainder are small,dilapidated double 
seated,old style desks which are very unsatisfactory. 


I have needed,during the past six months,seating capacity 
for thirty-three pupils at one time.The indications are that 
the next school term will call for upwards of forty desks.The 
yresent school ecuipment is entirely inadequate for even half 
this number. It will therefore be necessary,under these con- 
ditions,to refuse entry to new pupils or to try to work under 
difficulties that will be almost impossible. 


It is very desirable that provision be made for oppor- 
tunity to teach different forms of hand-work in the grades. 
This would necessitate the construction of a work-shop. An 
addition to the present school building could be made and 
equipment installed; woodworking tools and supplies. The boys 
should be taught to handle tools and apply their dexterity in 
problems related to home life and community activities.Such 
instruction is needed perhaps more in Indian Schools than any- 
where else.The girls should be taught spinning and related 
activities. All we need is space and equipment. I therefore 

that ways and means to securing these be considered. I 
supply drawings for necessary buildines and do all possible 
wards improving educational facilities for the Indians here,

SIR:- 


I beg to forward you a Requisition for 
School Material received from Mr. F. S. Morrison, 
teacher at the Chehalis Indian Day School. 


At the present time, and quite probably 
for the next three or four years, the Chehalis Indians 
have employment in various Logging operations within 
reach of the Reserve, This means that the families are 
living home, and school attendance high, As things are, 
therefore; Mr. Morrison has more pupils than the school 
desks adequately accommodate. He also has an opportunity 
to do good work in the manual training line. 


In giving consideration to the matter, it should 
be remembered that just as soon as local employment slacks 
off, the Indians will follow their work, and school attend- 
ance, Will again drop to former levels. 


I explained this to Mr. Morrison, but he is @ 
new broom, and I think takes entire credit for the increased 
attendance. 


There is no question that for the next two or three 
years, and possibly & little more, attendance at this school 
will warrant increased furniture and facilities, but I am 
quite sure that the Indians, trained loggers as they are, 
will follow work of this nature wherever it is te be found, 
rather than settle down upon the Reserve, when local logging 
operations cease, When they do so, the school attendance 
will drop sharply.

certain amount of metal is used. Under the circumstances 
the Department decided not to supply the new desks for 
the Ontario school. In view of this decision, it is 
difficult for me to authorize new desks for the Chehalis 
School. 


I have also noted your remarks regarding the 
possibility of the increased attendance at this school 
only lasting temporarily. Would it not be possible to 
make some other arrangements for seating the pupils for 
whom no desks are now available?

I received the attached correspondence 
from Indian Agent Daunt. On reviewing your 
purchase order No. 2990 A of December 30, 1941, 
I note that you stated that the cost of the 
furnishings would be $246.93, plus baling, 
delivery ete. The account attached from 
McLennan, MeFeely & Prior reads: "Prepaid 
freight on goods shipped January 7 and 
January 14". ‘The letter of the firm dated 
March 17 is confusing because they distinctly 
state in the letter that in the case of freight 
they can supply receipts. Consequently if the 
statement made on their account is correct 
there is no reason why a receipt should not 
be forwarded. Present regulations do not 
permit our paying freight bills without a 
receipt. 


The firm's letter of March 17 mentioned 
above refers particulerly to cartage. If the 
charge which they are now wishing us to pay 
covered cartage their account should read in 
that manner. It would be appreciated if you 
would interview the firm and submit a voucher 
if you consider there is any further amount 
due to them.

4.th. There is no call for a day school at Somenos, as the 
school is altogether inefficient , owing to the following 
causes:

The Cowichan Indian Day School has now been teaching 
for more than 2 years without any aid whatsoever, and with 
a larger attendance than any Indian school in Cowichan.

I have to acknowledge youre of the 17th ultimo, 
referring to the education of the Indian children on the 
Cowichan reserve. I have noted that there are 60 children 
of school age in the Quamichan, Comesken, Khenipson, Clem- 
Clemaluts, Somenoes and Xoksileh bande. 


4s you may know, at one time there were two day 
schools for the Quamichan band, under the auspices of the 
Roman Catholic and Methodist churches. These were closed 
in 1917 and 1912, respectively, because of poor attendance. 
There was a Roman Catholic school for the Somenoes band 
which met a similar fate in 1910. There remaine now the 
one Koksileah Indian Day School, with an average attendance 
of about 10. 


I have noted that you have made a careful study 
of the educational needs on the Cowichan, and the De partment 
ig giving earnest consideration to your suggestions. As 
soon as funds can be provided, we will endeavour to buila 
& day school on the north of the river, between the Quam- 
ichan and Comeaken bands. You might inform the Department 
if we own any school buildings in the vicinity and if any 
@chool equipment, such as desks and blackboards, is avail- 
able. The Department's policy is to allow a church to 
have the supervision over these day echools, and it ie 
thought that thie school to the north of the river should 
be conducted under the Roman Catholic auspices. 


For the requirements of the children to the south 
of the river, you have recommended the moving of the 
Kokeileh Indian Day sehool. In reply I wish to state that 
we have taken up with the Methodist Church authorities the 
advisability of moving their school to a point near the 
Koksilah railway station. 1 believe it would be advisable 
to have it continue under their auspices. Would you give 
an estimate of the cost of moving thie building and intimate 
to the Department if ite condition would permit of such 
moving. I understand that it was erected in 1915 and is 
the property of the Department of Indien Affairs.

I had ae short conference with Mr. Indian Agent Graham 
in Duncan on the 28th of April, and then recommended him tc 
report to the Department, meking eny uggestion he thought fit. 
This he has now done. 


I have the honour to drew the attention of the Department 
to my remarks on this subject. contained in my last report on 
the Cowichan Indien Day School. This report was forwarded by 
you to the Department in Ottawa under your 15/71580 dated 
October 24th 1943. Under the heading "Success" I mentioned 
that I was not very well satisfied with the work of the p 
Under the heading "Generel" I recommended that the teach 
warned that her services would not be recuired after the end 
of the school year in June if the work of the Grade 1 children 
had not very greatly improved by the Spring. I do not of course 
know if the teacher was so warned by the Department at that time. 
I certainly hope that Mis: Anderton was given this warning. 
It is impossible to carry out another inspection of the school 
this month as I leave on the 6tt of May for Bella Coola and 
Prince Rupert, and will not be back from this lengthy tour of 


the schools till the miaa of June. 

I heve done everything in my power to help Miss Ander 
I think it is time thet she hes some experience in one of the 
Provincial Day Schools. I am inclined to agree with Mr. Greham 
that this teacher should be dismissed, particularly as I have 
on my list two or three Roman Catholic teachers, particularly 
highly recommended by the Roman Catholie Church for this school. 
One of such teachers ought to be able to improve the standing 
of the Cowichan Indian Day School. I do not consider that @ 
teacher recommended locally would prove suitable. 


Perhaps you would be good enough to forward this letter 
to the Department together with your own recommendations in 
the matter.

Dear Sir:- 


Miss Olive Anderton taught the Comeakin 
Indian day school for the last two years. Has a first 
class certificate and has attended summer school. Was 
told she would have to try and pull up the attendance 
and claims she didso. She was dismissed on notice dated 
June 15th to take effect on June 30th. She was given no 
reasons and on asking them was refused. If she did bad 
work the first year why was she retained, and if her 
second year's work was bad how was it known seeing that 
the last inspection of her school was in October last. 


While working for the Indian Dept. she was 
subject to B.C. school laws and regulations, had to have a 
B.C. teacher's certificate etc. By B.C. School laws, when 
dismissed the reasons must be clearly stated in the notice. 
This was not done and on seeking them she was refused. When 
legally dismissed she has a right of appeal to an independent 
Board, 


Further, notice of dismissal with reasons 
must be sent her at least 30 days before date of taking 
effect. This was not done and according to B.C. law the 
notice is invalid and she can return to the position for 
next term. You can ascertain the truth of above by phoning 
Dr. Willis, Supt. of Education from whom I received it. 


Some one appears to have blundered and I 
suggest that the simplest way to clear the matter up is to 
either reinstate her in the school from which she has not 
been legally dismissed or provide her with another school 
as well situated as the Comeakin one. 


The lady is entitled to the same treatment 
as any other B.C. teacher. Failing this I must take it up at 
once with Ottawa, but I trust that will not be necessary.

Dear Cant. Barry:- 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 
19th instant (No. 15/3/35193) in which you state that 
you consider that I have had "every consideration” 
shown me during the past two years. 


In my letter of the 18th instant I askea 
you to please give me some satisfaction as to why I was 
dismissed from my school. You did not mention this at 
all in your reply. May I be so bold as to repeat the 
request? 


As for the Department's consideration 

for me, do you think it is considerate of them to dismiss 
me without inspecting my work this year? If they con- 
sidered dismissing me I think the least they could have 
done would have been to have you inspect my school this 
spring. They are apparently unaware of what I have accom-~ 
plished this year as the only reports that have been made 

are those which Mr. Indian Agent Graham made after his 
monthly visits to the school, when he stayed usually less 
than five minutes, Obviously, he knows nothing of the acconm- 

plishments of the pupils. The last report received at 
Ottawa which bears on my teaching ability is yours of October 
llth last. I think you will realize that this tells nothing 
of what I have done since then, or, for practically the whole 
of the present academic year. You ought to be able to see, 
then, that I have not been treated fairly. 


I have put my heart and soul into this work, 
have secured the love and cooperation of the pupils, have 
gained their interest and the confidence of their parents. 
There are practically no disciplinary difficulties now and, 
as you know, discipline was the biggest problem when I under- 
took the school. The ghyggren now are willingly obedient. 

You gave me the school's); st difficult years and now, when 

I have succeeded in getting the school into a workable 
condition you pass it on to someone else and give me absolutely 
no credit. 


However, if the Department can show me that 
I have failed as a teacher or can give me any other valid 
reason for my dismissal then I shall be quite satisfied to 
make the best of it. But I do think refusal to give me a 
reason not only an insult but a suggestion that perhaps there 
is not a valid reason. I ask no more than fair play. 


One reason for my persistence in this matter 
is the dire necessity for me to get employment. for the past 
two years I have been practicaly supporting my parents and a 


brother. My father has been unable to get work other than 
Government Relief for the past three years. lis usual earnings 
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are from twenty to thirty dollars per month. Also,my 
mother has been an invalid for the past four years, bed- 
ridden for the past ten months and will probably be an 
invalid for the remainder of her life. Therefore, she 
needs good food and care. How we can procure her this 
on even thirty dollars a month is more than anyone knows. 


If you are unable to help me in any other 
way, verhaps you could give me 4 recommendation so that 
I might be able to find another school for, as things 
stand now it will be almost impossible to do this. All 
School Boards insist on receiving copies of inspectors’ 
revorts with which, of course, I shall be unable to provide 
them. 


I hope that I do not seem to you to be making 
trouble about nothing. To me this matter is of vital impor- 
tance and I do want to be shown fair play. 


I trust that you will consider my side in 
this matter and do somthing for me.

My own understanding is that while the 
Provincial textbooks and curricula are being generally 
followed in our Indian Schools, and it has become the 
practice wherever possible to have british Columbia 
certificated teachers employed for our Schools, the 
Department, nevertheless, reserving to itself the pre- 
rogative of appointing as teachers of Indian Schools 
teachers who hold any other certificates which the 
Department considers adequate (see letter No. 4-120, 
dated vecember llth, 1933, Department to Assistant 
Commissioner), there has been no arrangement as between 
the Department and the Provincial authorities whereby 
Indian School teachers are to be brought within the 
general scope of the Provincial act citeu above. 
Consequently, it seems questionable if the Jepartment 
is in a position to recognize Miss Anderton's claim 
to the privileges specifieu in Mr, Weill's letter 
with respect to appeal under Provincial regulations. 


y 7 that the inspector of Indian 
3chools, Captain G.H. Barry, tells me that he considered 
Miss anderton's second year might possibly result in some 
improvement of her work with which he had not been satisfied, 
end that it was in a spirit of goodwill and helpfulness to

the teacher that he did so. ne further states that 
although he did not inspect the school the second year, 
because of his necessary visits to other schools in the 
Province, there being only one Indian School Inspector 
for British Columbia, the school was nevertheless 
visited by the Indian Agent, who reported in May, 1934, 
his dissatisfaction with the school conditions. 
Inspector Pragnell in December, 1952, also reported 
unfavourably. 


The correspondence between the Inspector 
and Miss Anderton did not come to my notice until after 
the arrival of Mr. Neill's letter, it having been 
apparent that there was little that I could do in the 
circumstances.

A proper Time Table is followed with care. The Junior Red 
Cross organization is operating in the school. the whole school 
is perfectly clean. There is no corporal punishment or any need 
for it. I am satisfied that Mr. Neary is doing his very best for 
these children. While the conduct of the children is very good, 
the fact is that Mr. Neary is a good teacher and finds matters of 
control very easy for this reason. 

I understand that Mr. Neary wishes to attend the session of the 
University of British Columbia from the lst of October 1936 to 
April 30th, 1937, that he may receive a degree in Arts. He has 
done the previous three years work by attendance at Victoria Collece 
and by Summer Schools and private reading. 

I am also informed that the local Priest considers this a very 
Suitable thing, and that the Catholic Church authorities will be 
prepared to nominate a SUBSTITUTE teacher for the months during 
which Mr. B. Neary is away from his school. 

For the information of the Department, I may Say that I have no 
objection to Mr. Neary taking his degree this next year provided a 
qualified substitute be placed in charge of the school.

Dear Mr. Neill: 


I have your letter of the 30th ultimo, relative 
to dispensing with the services of Miss Olive Anderton 
from the position ae teacher of the Cowichan Indian Day 
School and the length of notice which she received. 


Mise Anderton's teaching services during her 
firat year were reported unsatisfactory by the Inspector 
of Indian Schools and also by the local Indian Agent. 
However, the I ctor considered her second year might 
possibly result some improvement. He states it was 
in a epirit of good will and helpfulness that he approved 
of continuing her in the position during the past school 
year. Although he did not make an inspection during her 
eecond year, the school was, nevertheless, inspected b 
the Indian Agent, whe reported in May, 1934, hie diseat- 
isfaction with conditione at the school and recommended 
a change. Upon consideration of the reports received, 
it was decided to make a change in teaching services for 
the present acatiemic year. The local Indian Agent was 
instructed to advise Mise Anderton accordingly. She re- 
ceived the notice before the end of the term and was paid 
ealary in full to June 30th, last. 


I do not consider that Miss Anderton was handi- 
Capped in securing another school after the date on which 
she received notice. It wiil mot be possible, under the 
regulations of the Auditor General and Treasury Board, to 
pay two weeks’ salary in lieu of the Length of notice she 
Claims she should have received.

Is it enough for the t acher to show the register 
to the Agent, at his monthly visit, or is he., or is the missionary obliged to 
call the attention of the Agent to the abscence of « pupil after a certaén num 
ber of days. If you would like more informations about the situation, I could 
give more details, 

Re: Religious instruction at the Koksilah Day School. Answering my letter 
of the 8 Jan, Mr Phelan on the I3 Jan, 1956, sent me & copy of a letter to Rev. 
J. Welch, Ottawa,Sept Is, I922, regulating the matter. Here again I would like 
to have a few informations. The letter says thet * the school should be conduc- 
ted along the undenominational lines." Is there any positive rules made by the 
Departinent regerding such schools, or are rules made for each case. 

The actual teacher is having the Lord's prayer said » thus following whet 
is done in the schools of the +Tovince. Is that according to the agreement. 
This matter was referred to the local Agent, who @pparently could not reach 
any decision. 

——te; admission of a child to Super School. Gaspard Elliot, child of a half- 
breed father and an indian mother, who were never legally married, was admitted 
to Kuper Islemd School, in April or May 1955. The Principal, not kuowing the 


exact status of the child, referred the case to the Agent, who said the ebild 
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would have to be dismissed. Meantime the child's father went to the school to 
claim the child. The Principal told him that the child was his and that he could 
axe, at once. But Bhe father refuse to teke him, saying that he would be back 
Soon to get him. He never came for him and so the Principal sent the child to 
his mother. I was asked to take up the matter, by the mother who since a few 
years is the sole supporter of the child, being seperated from her husband. 

I spoke to the Agent about it who told me that the child could not be edmit~ 
ted to any Indian Sehrol, being a half-breed, and could not go to Kuper spe- 
cially as it was against the will of his father. As to be admitted to an Indian 
School, I know that some of his cousins, Elliots and half-breeds also are at- 
tending the Uhilliwack School. The Principal at Kuper Island is wil ling to 


accept the child, as long as a decision would be given by the Department. As I 


[ves told that it was by special request that the #lliots were admitted at vhil- 


) livack, I make the sa me request for this child, end @e sister of his who never 


attended school. 


As to go against the will of his fatier, my I asked for e decision from 
the Department. The mother was allowed to have her children baptised as catho- 
lic. She is the only one looking efter them now. 

Assuring you of my good will to act according to any decision civen 
by the Department, I would like to excuse myself for sending this letter toyou. 
As I did not know who would have to Study those questions, I thoucht the best 
was to send them all to you.

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DUNCAN SCHOOL SURVEY 


PURPOSE OF SURVEY 


The following survey with respect to the 
Indian Schools in the neighbourhood of Duncan was 
carried out in accordance with the instructions 
contained in Departmental letter 152-8-6, dated 
April 27, 1937. 


The purpose of the Survey was to show the 
location of all children, whether of school age or 
not, in the Duncan area, to indicate which of these 
children were receiving education, and to determine 
the best type and location of Indian Day School suit- 
able for children of school age in this area. 


PROCEDURE ADOPTED. 


During the period June 25rd to June 28th 
inclusive the field work of the Survey was carried 
out in and around Duncan. 


The Cowichan Indian Day School was visited on 
June 23rd, the register carefully examined, and a note 
made of all children attending that school during the 
past year. 


On June 24th & visit was paid to the Koksilah 
Indian Day School where a list of all children attending 
that school, and of those at present under school age in 
this district was obtained from the teacher. 


On June 25th the greater part of the day was 
spent in going through the Catholic Baptismal Register 
with Rev. Father Lauzon. The names of all children 
shown as R.C. in this Survey Report were obtained from 
the above Baptismal Register. 


On Saturday, June 26th, and Monday, June 28th, 
the Census Books were consulted in the office of Indian 
Agent Mr. Graham. 


The information covered as above is given on 
pages 2 to 10, and a Statistical Summary, which I hope 
may be of interest to the Indian Affairs Branch, is given 
on Page ll.

In many places in the foregoing list of children it 
will be noted that, while the original religion is given as 
Roman Catholic, some of the children in the family are shown 
as members of the United Church of Canada, and in several cases, 
where children have returned from the Alberni Indian Residential 
School to a local Indian Day School, it will be noted that they 
are again being considered as Roman Catholics, and receiving 
religious instruction from the local Catholic priest as such. 


I particularly wish to bring to the attention of the 
Indian Affairs Branch the following extraordinary situation 
which has arisen in the Cowichan Agency. 


As will be seen from the study of the Statistical 
Analysis of the Child Population as given in this Report, out 
of the total of 279 children 244 are Roman Catholics now, 26 
United Church now, and 9 doubtful. Of the 26 who are now 
United Church the overwhelming majority were previously 
Roman Catholic. 


It appears that when Roman Catholic parents wish 

to send their Roman Catholic children to an Indian Residen- 
tial School there has not always been accommodation available 
at Kuper Island. The following practice has then been followed. 
The children in question were received into the United Church 
to permit of their being called Protestants, and were then 

sent to either the Alberni Indian Residential School or to 
Coqualeetza Indian Residential School as members of the United 
Church of Canada. It will be seen from the lists given in an 
earlier part of this report that the other members of the fam- 
ily, including the younger children, have remained Roman Catho- 
lics, and wnen these so-called United Church children have, for 
one reason or another, returned from the Residential Schools to 
the Indian Day Schools, they have, in the majority of cases, 
reverted to their original Roman Catholic church affiliation. 
They have, of course, always been considered as Roman Catholics 
by the authorities of that church, and I have satisfied myself 
that their names appear on the Baptismal Register of the Roman 
Catholic Church along with those of their brothers and sisters. 


It would appear that the practice reported above has 
been followed in order to circumvent the strict regulations of 
the Indian Affairs Branch with reference to the admission of 
Catholic children to a Protestant Indian Residential School, 
and I would certainly recommend that the necessary steps be 
taken to put an end to the above practice. 


NECESSITY FOR MORE INDIAN DAY SCHOOL ACCOMMODATION. 


From a study of the Statistical Analysis of Child 
Population in the Duncan area it would appear that there are 
some 166 children of school age and 92 children under school 
age. Of the above number 30 are at present attending Indian 
Residential Schools, 13 being at Coqualeetza and 17 at Kuper 
Island. 


Seventy-one children are, or have been, attending 
day schools, 39 going to the Cowichan Indian Day School, and 
32 to the Koksilah Indien Day School. Sixty-five children of

ESTABLISHMENT OF A CONSOLIDATED IMPROVED INDIAN DAY SCHOOL. 


Cowichan Indian Day School, and the 65 children of schoo 
agd not at present attending any school, are taken into 
consideration it would appear that an improved Indian Day 
School to accommodate some 100 children is required.

It further appears that, as practically all these 
children belong to the Roman Gatholic Church, the proposed 
Consolidated Day School should be administered under Catholic 
auspices. 


It will be understood, of course, that some form 
of transportation to and from school daily will be required 
for the majority of the children. This matter is discussed 
on another page of this report. 


(a) Location of Proposed School. 


After an examination of various possible sites for 
a school it would appear that the best available is at 4 
point on the South vrunk Road, adjoining the block at present 
owned by the Catholic Church. 


yhe actual site which I considered the most suitable 
would include some 4 or 5 acres at present part of the Cowichan 
Indian Reserve and owned by Mrs. Sammy Bob. This site is about 
24 miles from Duncan, and about } mile from the Cowichan Catho- 
lic Rectory and the Convent Boys' Residential School, adminis- 
tered by the Sisters of St. Anne. The actual land suggested 
for school purposes is more or less cleared. At least 4 or 5 
acres would be necessary to provide for a playing field and 4 
large school garden of at least an acre, where the majority of 
fruit and vegetables used in the school dining room would be 
grown. It is not suggested that the boys attending this pro- 
posed school should engage in farming operations but it is 
suggested that part of their regular vocational training should 
consist of instructions in the care of a larze garden. 


There is a satisfactory well on the Catholic property 
adjoining the site of the proposed school, and from an examina- 
tion of the slope of the land, etc., it is considered that it 
would not be difficult to find 4 sufficient water supply by 
sinking a well to bed rock. 


(b) Suggested Accommodation. 


To provide suitable vocational facilities for the 
children of this area it would be necessary to have one 
Primary Division working on an All Day Plan, a Girls’ Division, 
and a Boys’ Division. 


The girls and boys might well be given academic 
instructions on the Half Day Plan, in which the girls' class- 
room would be used for the junior girls in the morning and the 
senior girls in the afternoon, while in the boys* classroom 
the senior boys would receive adademic instruction in the 
morning and the junior boys in the afternoon.

To gather these children gaily for school a large 
covered bus would leave Duncan and travel around the circle 
via Koksileh, Clem-Clem-Alits, the Stone Church, and Knipsen, 
to the proposed school. The return journey after school woud, 
of course, be made in the opposite direction. The cost of 
this transportation in an approved and insured bus, such as 
that used by the Duncan Consolidated School Board for the 
transportation of Provincial school children, would be in 
the neighbourhood, though not exceeding, $150.00 per month, 
or $1500.00 per school year. 


Such a service would be absolutely necessary for 
a Consolidated Improved Day School to be established in this 
area. 


FUTURE OF THE PRESENT DAY SCHOOLS IN THE DUNCAN AREA. 


There are at present in the Duncan School area 
two Indian Day Schools, the Cowichan Indian Day School and 
the Koksilah Indian Day School. 


These schools provide for approximately 40% of 
the 166 children of school age in this area. 


The Cowichan Indian Day School, administered under 
the auspices of the Roman Catholic Church would be absorbed 
by the proposed Consolidated School. This school at present 
costs in the neighbourhood of $1000.00 per year. 


The Koksilah Indian Day School, unlike any other 
Indian Day School in the Province, can hardly be said to 
be operated under the auspices of any one church. It is 
located in a United Church mission field, but the majority 
of the pupils attending the school are members of the Roman 
Gatholic Church. ‘he school building is of considerable 
age, and is not of very great value. The approach to the 
xoksilah Indian Day School is through United Church property, 
which, I understand, may possibly be sold in the near future. 


A survey has, I understand, recently been made on 
instructions from the the Surveyor General's Branch, and 
with the co-operation of mr. Indian Agent Graham. I am in- 
formed by Wr. Graham that it will be necessary to construct 
a new approackto the Koksilah Indian Day School, and that this 
will involve road making, bridge building, and the possible 
purchase of road allowance from the local Indians. I further 
understand that the total cost of the above will be in the 
neighbourhood of $2000.00. 


Should the Indian affairs Branch decide to under- 
take the installing of an Improved Indian Day School on the 
location suggested in this Survey, very few children, and 
those of course belonging to the United Church of Canada, 
would remain as pupils of the present Koksilah Indian Day 
Jchool.

In my opinion it would not be worth while to 
continue this Day School in its present location, and I 
would most strongly advise that no money whatever be 
spent on road making, bridge building, or on the con- 
struction of a new approach to this school. 


If it is considered that 4 small Indian Day 
School, working under the auspices of the United Church 
of Canada, is necessary to care for the children in the 
Cowichan area belonging to that church, I would suggest 
that such a school be located on the Cowichan No. 1 Indian 
Reserve in Duncan where the majority of these children live. 
It must be remembered that a number of these United Church 
children could be accommodated at Coqualeetza Indian Resi- 
dential School were it decided to discontinue the present 
Koksilah Indian Day School.

In your letter of July 23, 1937 you 
forvarded a survey on the schools of the Duncan area 
in the Cowichan Arency which had been prepared by 
Insvector Barry. It was not found possible to include 
in the estimates for 1938-39 an amount for a new 
school in this district. 


Recently we received letters from Right 
teverend J. C. Cody, Bishop of Victoria, urging immediate 
action in orier to provide for prover educational 
facilities for the Catholic children in the area. I 
enclose, for your information, a copy of my reply to him. 


Inspector Barry's report was very carefully 
considered but the erection of a consolidated school, 
as sugcested by him, would involve the transportation of 
children for a distance of 10 miles. This would be a 
rather expensive undertaking and at the same time it is 
doubtful if we could depend on obtaining regular attendance 
even though transportation facilities were provided. 


You will note the contents of my letter to 
Bishov Cody and I would appreciate if you would give the 
whole matter further consideration within the next few 
months and let me have your views.

This Branch has received your letter of 
January 31 also your letter of February 18 in which you 
point out the necessity for providing increased school 
accommodation for the Catholic Indian children of the 
Cowichan Indian Arenoy. 


The contents of your letters have received 
very careful consideration and I have also reviewed a 
renort made in July, 1937 by Captain G. ¥. Barry, Inspector 
of Indian Schools for British Columbia. In his report 
Yr. Barry suggested a four-roomed consolidated schoo). 
This would ‘nvolve driving the children a considerable 
distance and I am inclined to feel that better results 
and more regular attendance would be obtained by the 
erection of two two-roomed schools or possibly three 
one-roomed schools. Such action would obviate the 
necessity of transporting the ch‘ldren. 


It was not found possible to make any 
provision in our appropriation for the fiscal year 1938-39 
for increased school accommodation in the Cowichan Agency 
but the matter will receive very sympathetic consideration 
when we are preparing our estimates for the fiscal year 
1939-40. In the meantime I would appreciate your studying 
the situation further and advising me whether you favour 
Inspector Barry's recommendation or whether you would prefer 
the succrestion contained in the second paragraph of this 
letter. I intend to write Mr. Barry again in regard to

I have received your letter of September 6th regarding 
the proposed consolidated school for the Duncan area of the 
Cowichan Agency. In this connection, I am forwerding herewith 
a copy of 4 further report from Capt. GeH. Barry, Inspector of 
Indian Schools for B.C., in which most of the information 
requested in your letter of the 6th instant is given. 


Provision is made in the basement of the proposed 
school for accommodation for a resident Manual Training Instruc- 
tor end Gardener, who also could probably act as janitor. It 
would not be necessary to provide living quarters for the staff 
composed of three Sisters of St. Ann from the nearby convent, 
the local Catholic Priest as part-time Principal, and two male 
teachers who could arrange for board and lodging either at the 
local Mission house or in the nearby village. 


Capt. Barry estimates the cost of the proposed school 
at $30,000, with an annual operating cost of approximately 
$7000. 


The present Cowichan Day School building could be 
used in connection with the menufacture of Cowichan sweaters, 
and other woolen articles, under the supervision of the school, 
or used to advantage as 4& community hall. If we are to endeavor 
to centralize the sweater making industry in the Duncan and 
Koksilah sections of the Cowichan Agency, I consider it should 
be in a small building apart from the main school, but under the 
direct supervision of 4 member of the school staff, at least 
during the experimental stage. A start could be made in 4 small 
way,and the operation extended should conditions warrant. 


The Protestant children available to attend school in 
the area, should attend the Koksileah Day School end continue to 
do so until such time as arrangements, as suggested by Capt. 
Barry in the penultimate paragraph of the Duncan School survey, 
could be made. 


The advantages of 4 consolidated school, such as is 
proposed in this case, would be: 


A graded school, as against 2 or 3 ungraded schoo!s. 


Better facilities for vocational training, manuel 
training and school gardens. 


The children would receive 4 midday meal.

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The main disadvantage, if not the only one, is that 
transportation of pupils would be necessary. This, however, has 
been successfully overcome in connection with Provincial Govern- 
ment schools in the seme erea and I doubt, once proper arrange- 
ments are made and under way, that we should have any difficulty 
in this respect. 


I would recommend that the Department proceed with 
arrengements for the construction in the Duncan area of an 
improved consolidated Day School along the lines suggested by 
Inspector Barry, when funds are available. The alternative is 
the construction of two or three Day Schools, involving a capital 
outlay of approximately $10,000.00.

Dear Major MacKay: 


With reference to the last paragraph of Depart- 
mental letter 152-22-1 dated March 17 last, and your reply 
#15/3/2777 dated April 2, I may say that I have given con- 
siderable thought to the provision of proper educational 
facilities for the Catholic children in the Duncan area of 
the Cowichan Agency. In this connection I may say that I 
have spent several days in Duncan recently. I had several 
long conferences with the Reverend Father Lauzon, and with 
him and Mr. Conway, teacher of the Cowichan Indian Day 
School, made a very thorough inspection of the ground ad- 
jacent to the present Indian Day School, and of the area 
Suggested in my Duncan School Survey, Page 14, Paragraph A, 
Suggested as the location for a Consolidated School. 


I would ask you to consider the matters referred 
to in this letter in connection with my Survey of the schools 
of the Duncan area forwarded to you on July 8th, 1937. The 
following paragraphs are therefore arranged in the order of 
the former Survey. 


The various lists of children as given in my 
Survey, Pages two to ten inclusive, with summaries on Pages 
eleven, twelve and thirteen is still to be considered as 
correct though the children are, of course, one year older. 


As practically all the children belong to the 
Roman Catholic Church, I still consider that the proposed 
Consolidated Day School should be administered under definite 
Catholic auspices. 


Should the proposed Consolidated School be erected 
on ground adjoining the site of the present Cowichan Indian Day 
School, I would suggest that extra land be acquired from James 
Capael (Indian). The extra land required should have a frontage 
of some 110 yards S.E. along the road from the Cowichan Indian 
School ground and some 50 yards N.W. of the school ground. The 
depth of the completed block would have to be at least 100 yards 
to give anything like adequate room for the erection of a large 
Consolidated School with playground and garden facilities. 
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‘ This site was visited by Mr. Hoey and yourself 
in company with Rev. Father Lauzon last June, but I do not 
think you made any careful examination of the ground. 


I find that only about one acre would have 
sufficient depth of soil for growing purposes, most of the 
land being extremely rocky.. The basement of the school, 
if such were constructed here, would of necessity be above 
ground level to avoid rock excavation. There would be some 
difficulty with regard to the construction of a septic tank. 
I would point out however, that the worst feature in regard 
to this site is the almost total lack of a water supply. It 
is true that there is a small surface well near the present 
Cowichan Day School but this well dries up in the Fall, and 
would be entirely inadequate to supply the domestic water 
needs of a large school. Though I examined the ground with 
some care, I could not discover any place where we might 
expect to find water. 


I am therefore of opinion that the. Consolidated 
School should be placed on the block of four or five acres, 
part of the Cowichan Indian Reserve now owed by Mrs. Sammy 
Bob. This site was described on Page fourteen of my Survey. 
The land would appear to be very suitable for playground 
and garden requirements. Most of it has been cleared and 
under crop at same time. I am glad to say that there is 
little doubt that water could be obtained in good quantity 
by oI nea ea ores So ein fave feet to thirty feet. 
Local res consider that theré wou be little difficulty 
whatever in obtaining a good supply of water both for 
domestic use and e@rden requirements. 


NECESSARY SCHOOL ACCOMMODATION 


With regard to accommodation necessary in the 
proposed Consolidated School, I may say that after considerable 
discussion with Father Lauzon, I would recommend that 
provision be made for the following: 

A one storey school building with basement (above 
ground) of some 90 ft. by 60 ft., and with an extension of 
about 24 ft. by 20 ft. to the rear of the school. The base- 
ment might well include a large hall at least 85 ft. by 40 ft. 
and 17 ft. high with folding doors so that it could be used 
either for basketball and gymnasium or as separate boys and 
girls play rooms. 

A kitchen of about 24 ft. by 20 ft., a room for 
the storage of food materials and vegetables and fruit canned 
at the school. 

A manual training shop 20 ft. by 24 ft. Main 
stairs and a room of about 20 ft. by 12 ft. for resident 
manual training instructor and gardener. 

Provision, would of course be made for a furnace 
in connection with the hot water heating of the school and 
toilets on boys and girls sides. 


On the first floor there might well be a class 
room for girls on one side, and for boys on the other, each 
about 24 ft. by 50 ft., a room for the Sisters who would act 
as teachers, a vocational room, an office for the part time 
principal of the school, and a large primary class room of 
some 24 ft. by 20 ft. There should also be provision for a 
bathroom and toilet adjoining the Sister's room, and a similer 
bathroom and toilet on the boys side adjoining the vocational 
class room.

STAFF 


I would modify the suggestions made on Page 15 
of my School Survey and suggest that the staff of the school 
should be composed of a part time principal who would no 
doubt be the Catholic Missionary Priest, three Sisters of 
St. Anne from the nearby convent, one of whom would be in 
charge of an all day primary class, a second in charge of 
senior and junior girls, who would work on a modified half- 
day system as explained below, and the third to supervise 
preperation of noon day meals in the school kitchen, the 
preservation of fruit and vegetables from the school garden, 
and instruction in sewing and other Arts and Crafts on the 
girls side. Two male teachers would be necessary, one to 
take charge of the senior and junior boys working on the 
modified half-day system explained below, and one to act 
as caretaker, manual training instructor and gardening 
instructor. This man might also drive the school bus re- 
commended later in this report. 


MODIFIED HALF-DAY SYSTEM 


The primary class will be in school all day. The 
other remaining children will receive academic and vocational 
training as tabulated below:

HEATING 


I believe that the best form of heating for the 
proposed Consolidated school would be by hot water radiators. 
The furnace in connection with this system of heating might 
either be arranged to burn wood or oil, though the latter in 
my Opinion is preferable. I do not consider that a hot air 
system of heating would be satisfactory, and would point out 
that it is almost essential that no large hot air pipes be 
erected in the basement halls as such pipes would interfere 
with basketball. 


SEPTIC TANK 


4 septic tank will of course be necessary in 
connection with the proposed school, if the location which 
I recommended in my Survey Report be chosen for the school. 
There should be no difficulty whatever with regard to the 
excavation of a suitable septic tank. Such a tank would be 
most difficult to arrange for on the property owned by James 
Capael near the presemt Cowichan Indian Day School. 
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LIGHT 


The light lines of the Nanaimo and Duncan Utilities Company 
are located along the road frontage past the aggested site of the 
new school on the property at present om ed by Mrs. Sammy Bob, but 
stop about 400 yards short of James Capael's property. 


TRAIS PORTATI ON 


As explained in my School Survey Report, pages fif teen and 
sixteen, the hundred odd pupils available for this school are 
distributed roughly in a circle some ten miles in ciroumference 
as shown on the map previously forwarded to the Department. 


It will of course, be necessary to have a large mvered 
bus to collect these children daily for school and to return them 
to their homs in the late afternoon. As pointed out by Mr. Hoey, 
the success of sich a Consolidated Indian Day School as I have 
suggested would depend entirely on the successful operation of 
the school bus. 


In my Report, I suggested that the cost of an approved 
and insured bus such as that owned by the Duncan Conso lidated School 
Board for the transportation of provincial school children would 
be in the neighborhood of $1500.06 per school year. 


I understand that owing to the increase in the cost of 
materials, it might now be possible to arrange for transportation 
at $1500.00 per academic year,that the cost would be more likely 
to be in the nei ghbarhood of $1750.00 


I am imlined to think that it might be wiser to purchase 
a suitable bus and permit the school authorities to operate this. 
Such a plan would probably mean that one of the mle members of 
the staff for preferance the manual training instructa mentioned 
below, would operate the bus each morning before school and each 
afternoon at the close of the days wrk. 


Even when capital expenditure, operating expenses, in- 
surance and licence fees are taken into account, it is probable 
that such a private school bus might be far some $1500.00 operated 
per annum or less than the cost to the Department of one hired 
from a Transportation Company. 


SALARIES 


As explained above, it will be necessary tc have a 
school principal apart from the teaching staff. Such a principal 
might well be the local missionary Catholic priest. It wold not 
be necessary to pay this ma™m 4 full time salary and 1 wuld suggest 
that such a sum of $50.00 per month or $600.00 per enum wuld be 
reasonable. Each of the Sisters of St. Anne would no doubt expect 
in the neighbarhood of $60.00 per teaching month, or for the two 
class room teachers ami one sipervisor a total of $1800.00 per 
year. The male teacher of the boys would expect a salary in acc- 
ordance with that paid to the qualified mle provincial teachers 
doing similar wrk. This would amount to ap proximately $100.00 
per month or $1000.00 per academic year. The man selected as 
manual training instructor, caretaker, gardener and possibly op- 
erator of the school bus would no doubt expect $100.00 per calendar 
month or $1200.00 per annum. 


The salaries would therefare amount t a sum of appro xi- 
mately $4600.00 per annum. 
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FINANCIAL 


ae mrobable cost to the Dep rtment of a block of six

Such a school as I have sugges ted above might be ex- 
pected to cost in the neighborhood cf $30,000.00 but this is 
ourse, only an approximate estins te.

be seen from the above approximate ficures 
that the erection of an improved Consolids ted Indian —f School 
in the Duncan area of the Cowichan Agency would invol a con- 
siderable annual operatin coenditure in addition oy a con- 
siderable capital outlay. 


RECO} ATION 

It w uid appear to me that the Department might find 
considerable dif ficulty in obtaining the necessary funds for the 
erection of a Con olidated Improved Da School in the Duncan area. 
It micht be that the Sunerintendent of Trainin and Welfare would 
not feel justified in asking for such a larce appropriation when 
the needs of other narts of the Province are taxen into consider- 
ation. If this is so, and the decision against the ere ection of 
any such school as I have described in the near future be arrived 
at, I mould be *lad to be so informed. If instructed to do so, 
I should on my next routine visit to Duncan, acain examine the 
‘round with the idea the erection of a one room Indian Day 
School at Duncan itself, and another at Clemclemaluts, and 
possibly one on the Trunk Road, (see page 11 of my Survey Report

I have received your letter of September 6th regarding 
the proposed consolidated school for the Dunean area of the 
Cowichan Agency. In this connection, I am forwarding herewith 
a copy of a further report from Capt. G.H. Barry, Inspector of 
Indian Schools for B.C., in which most of the information 
requested in your letter of the 6th instant is given. 


Provision is made in the basement of the proposed 
school for accommodation for a resident Manual Training Instruc- 
tor end Gardener, who also could probably act as janitor. It 
would not be necessary to provide living quarters for the staff 
composed of three Sisters of St. Amn from the nearby convent, 
the local Catholic Priest as part-time Principal, and two male 
teachers who could arrange for board end lodging either at the 
local Mission house or in the nearby village. 


Capt. Barry estimates the cost of the proposed school 
at $30,000, with an annual operating cost of approximately 
#7000. 


The present Cowichan Day School building could be 
used in connection with the manufacture of Cowichan sweaters, 
end other woolen articles, under the supervision of the school, 
or used to advantage as a community hall. If we are to endeavor 
to centralize the sweater making industry in the Duncan and 
Koksileh sections of the Cowichan Agency, I consider it should 
be in a small building apart from the main sehool, but under the 
direct supervision of a member of the school staff, at least 
during the experimental stage. A start could be made in a small 
way,and the operation extended should conditions warrant. 


The Protestant children available to attend sehool in 
the area, should attend the Koksileh Day School end continue to 
do so until such time as arrangements, as suggested by Capt. 
Berry in the penultimate paragraph of the Duncan School survey, 
could be made. : 


The advantages of a consolidated school, such as is 
proposed in this case, would be: 


(1) A graded school, as against 2 or 3 ungraded schools. 


(2) Better facilities for vocational training, manual 
training and school gardens. 


(3) The children would receive a midday meal. 


The Secretary,

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The main disadvantage, if not the only one, is that 
transportation of pupils woule be necessary. This, however, has 
been successfully overcome in connection with Provincial Govern- 
ment schools in the same area and I doubt, once proper arrange~ 
ments are made and under way, that we should have any difficulty 
in this respect. 


I wuld recommend that the Department proceed with 
arrengements for the construction in the Duncan area of an 
improved consolidated Day Sehool along the lines suggested by 
Inspector Barry, when funds are available. The alternative is 
the construction of two or three Day Schools, involving a capital 
outlay of approximately $10,000.00.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 21st 
ultimo and also a report relating to the above noted subject, 
received by you from Inspector Barry, attached thereto. 


This report, dated July 16, 1938, together with 
Inspector Barry's report dated March 17, last, enables us to 
grasp very easily the existing conditions and the educational 
needs of the Duncan area. 


I naturally hesitate to comment upon the proposals 
and recommendations submitted to the Department by men who are 
thoroughly familiar with local conditions and who have made & 
very thorough inspection of the district. 1 should state, 
however, that it is not at all likely that I can secure an 
appropriation of $30,000 for the construction of 4 consolidated 

Duncan area this year. We had a somewhat unfort- 
4n the construction of the Port Simpson school. 
hat when we depart from the construction of one 
1s the cost seems out of proportion. 

What I really hed in mind with respect tote 
Duncan area was a square four room school with full basement 
accommodation. This basement, in my judgment, should be approx- 
imately two thirds undergrounc, thoroughly lighted and equipped 
for vocational instruction and the necessary facilities for 
providing, not a noonday meal, but a noonday lunch. This’ lunch 
should consist of biscuits, supplied by the Department; broth 

or soup and any additional supplies the pupils might care to 
bring with them from their homes. I dislike the thought of 
providing living accommodation for any member of the staff in 
the school. If such living accommodation 4s really necessary, 

we might, later, const he school grounds, in 
which the caretaker or th ructor could live. Is a 
septic tank really necessary? I am sending forward, 

separate cover, pamphlet dealing with @ comparatively inex- 
pensive set-up that sight be suiteble at the consolidetec school. 


I have learned from experience that worthwhile 
vocationel instruction - boat building, auto mechanics, hand 
loom weaving, etc. - is inseparable from & certain amount of 
vibration, the desirability of making provision for 
this instruct ement of the building.

I am personally in favour of securing the five 
acres owned by “rs. Sammy Bob, referred to in Inspector 
Barry's report. I would have to be assured, however, that 
there was an adequate Supply of water at this site, and 
I should like to have, also, an expression of opinion from 
you with respect to the removal of the present day school 
to the new site. I was very much impressed by the 
Suggestion you made in conversation to me with respect 
to the desirability of centralizing educational effort 
and vocational effort, particularly the production of 
Cowichan sweaters. I am anxious to know, therefore, if 
it would be practical to move the day school or if it is 
Close enough on the present site to permit its use for 
vocational work (sweater production). 


I have intimated that the new school should 
have full basement accommodation. Upstairs there should 
be a main hallway runnine from the front to the back. On 
the left there should be two classrooms, separated by 
folding doors. This would enable these classrooms to be 
used as an auditorium for meetings of Indian parents, 
adult education, the pictures, etc. On the 
right hand side we n two smaller rooms and

be able to construct the 
ot exceeding 20,000, 


This school, when completed, should be placed 
in charge of fully oualified, up to date teachers. Such 
teachers, I feel confident, can be Supplied by the Sisters 
of St. Anne if they are anxious to assume this respons- 
ibility. There is no need whatever, in my Judgment, for 
@ Principal other than the Sister Superior, in charze. 

Our experience at the Caughnawage Day School, where we have 
an enrolment of 334, with the Sisters of St. Anne in 
charge, has been very satisfactory. To have a clergyman 
nominally in control, as Inspector Barry suggests, might 

in my judgment lead to friction and to certain nisunder- 
standings. However, this is a mere detail of adminis- 
tration that can be given consideration later. 


Are there any four room public schools with 
full basement accommodation close to Vancouver or Victoria? 
If there are, I would certainly appreciate receiving a rough 
sketch map of one of these schools and also a statenent 
indicating the oricinal cost.

Dear Major MacKay: 


I am anxious that you should discuss with 
Inspector Barry, just as soon as you can conveniently do 
so, the organization of a staff to take charge of the 
Cowichan Consolidated School. 


I have discussed with Mr. Phelan in a 
general way the organization of this staff, and we have 
agreed that the instructional duties should be taken over 
by the Sisters of St. Ann, Mr. Phelan and I are of the 
opinion that at least three Sisters will be employed in 
classroom work at the school. In addition to this, a 
fully qualified vocational instructor should be employed 
and a caretaker might be in a position to drive the bus. 


Father Lauzon called at my office a few 
days ago and discussed with me very thoroughly and at 
considerable length the operation of this particular 
school. The Priest expressed the opinion that for a 
number of reasons a clergyman should be anpointed prin- 
cipal and that for this service the clergyman should re- 
ceive a nominal salary. Mr. Phelan and I heve given this 
suggestion a great deal of earnest consideration, and we 
are not at all satisfied that the enpointment of a priest 
as principal would be likely to proWe satisfactory. This 
priest, as I understand it, would only visit the school 
intermittently and would not be responsible for giving 
instruction in the sense that we usually speek of in- 
struction. It is our opinion, therefore, that for the 
first year at least the Sisters of St. Ann should be 
placed definitely in charge and made responsible for the 
progress of the school. The whole set-up can, if neces- 
sary, be reviewed at the end of the year, with the object 
of making certain adjustments, if experience convinces us 
that such adjustments are necessary. 


It may be difficult to secure a vocational 
instructor equally well qualified in auto mechanics, boat 
building, elementery agriculture, etc. If this difficulty 
is experienced, consideration might be given to the desir- 
ability of employing a vocational instructor at Kuper Island 
and of having these men exchange places for a couple of 
months in the year. The school at Cowichan is, as you know, 
an experiment in Indian educational effort. If the cost 
can be kept down to a reasonable figure and a vrorthwhile 
educational gram provided, there 1s no reason why 
somewhat simiisr schools shotild not be established through- 
out the Dominion. It is our intention, therefore, to

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follow this experiment with the utmost interest from 
month to month. A good deal, of course, will depend upon 
how the work of the school is organized at the start. It 
might be well to have Inspector Barry, if he can do so, 
spend a week over there in the organization of the class- 
room work. 


I should like to have from you, also, @ 
recommendation with respect to the teacher now in charge 
of the day school at Cowichan - Mr. Conway. Is it your 
intention to transfer him to another school? You made 
a suggestion on one occasion that it was your intention 
to centralize the Cowichan sweater industry, using 
perhaps the old school building for this purpose. Is 
it still your intention to do this?

Dear Sir :- 


Had I only suspected that shortly after your visit 
to the West Coast about a year ago,I would be called upon to 
continue R.Fr. Lauzon's work, amongst the Cowichan Indians,I 
would have profited of the occasion to familiarize myself more 
with your program and plans to carry it out. Nevertheless, 
Father Lauzoh kept me well informed about the work and directi- 
ves of the Department, and therefore you may be assured of 
my ever faithful cooperation. 


With the energetic help of Mr. R.H.Moore our new 
Indian Agent,I have done the utmost to assure the school attendance 
f our fit children and,as shown by the records, with the result 
of a double pupilage during the past six months. This has requi- 
Truant red of us in some instances to act as truant officers, as some 
Officer of our children would play hide and go seek when school time 
would come but, at times we met with failure due to lack of 
any official mandate. Therefore in view of the fact that in a 
very near future,we will have ample accommodations for all the 
children of school age, I would highly recommend the appointment 
of a truant officer. As very likely, this attitude of some chil- 
dren and parents towards school attendance,would vanish rapidly 
when realizing that now the Indian Act,Sec. 10 #3 will be fully 
enforced,I would not think that this would contitute enough work 
for a man even if his services would be extended to the whole 
of the Cowichan Agencye I feel sure that this request meets 
fully with the approval of the Indian Dept. Officials here, as 
I have had at different times the occasion of discussing this 
matter with them. 


When Mr. P. Phelan passed through here a week ago, 
I sugcested to him few alterations in the new school building 
which had previously been discussed with the Agent, Mr. Moore

New School running water in the kitchen 
Building one inside toilet and one washing basin for the staff 
one door on the outside from the manual training room 
and one also from the kitchen. 
After a proper study of the suggestions, wr.Phelan assured me 
he would immediately refer the matter to you.

Moreover with power, an informative and educational film 
coulda occasionally be shown to the children and thus, driving 
home principles which would otherwise require much time and patience 
to inculcate.

The best 
offer came from the Chevrolet people who cm supply a B.C. regula- 
tion thirty passenger bus for nearly five hundred dollars less than 
any other I have approachede On 2 two ton or even a ton and a half 
truck chassis,an all steel bus pody would be puilt in Vancouvere 
This fact and also the freight cost fom the East to here account 
mostly for the difference in pricee As full particulars will be 
gubmitted to you, no use for me of stressing this matter. All I 
wanted was to justify my recommendations. May T remind you tha the 
distance to cover daily would be approximately thirty to thirty five 
misles accommodating around seventy children all ovside a mile 
radius from the new schoole 


I have one more point I would like to take advice about. 
I have talked to the agent Mr. Moore about it and as the plan 
necessitates the cooperation of different divisions of the Indian 
Affairs Branch, he told me that it should be submitt ed to you. 
Use of The plan would be to have the manual training 4Anstmector execute 
training Whatever construction work would be deemed necessary on the Reserves 
with his older pupils and ex-pupils who have already received 
proper training and find no personnal use for ite Te plan would 
probably cut down relief costs, provide work and keep the manual 
training at school within the sphere of practical. The young eXx- 
pupils could not expect 4 man's salary and the pupils nothing or 
very little as matter of encouragement. The same plan could pro- 
bably’followed in agriculture and in fish canning, also for 
young women in indian handicrafts. I would appretiate your opinion 
about the possibility of the plan, then a deeper study of it in 
detail could be madee 


May I assure of my endeavor in improving indian conditions 
through perfectly united cooperation with you and the other Officilas 
and for this purpose alone after long hesitation have I submitted 
the above questions to you.

I desire to refer to your letter of the 
3rd ultimo regarding arrangements for the operation 
of the new Cowichan Consolidated school. Very careful 
consideration has been civen to the contents of your 
letter and it has been decided to arrange for the 
under-mentioned staff whose employment is to date from 
January 1, 1940; 


Three Sisters of Ste. Anne, one of whom will 
be Principal at a salary of $1000.00 a year and the 
other two Sisters at a salary of $850.00 each. 


Mr. Conway, the present teacher at the 
Cowichan day school, is to be appointed manual training 


instructor at the same calary he is now receiving; 
namely, $950.00 a year. I may say that the Department 
is not altogether satisfied that he possesses all the 
qualifications that should be required for the person 
occupying this position. Consequently during the next 
few months Inspector Barry should consider if his 
services could be used in any other Catholic school in 
British Columbia. If so, the Department will be prepared 
to favourably consider transferring him to that school 
from September 1, 1940. If, however, Inspector Barry 
is not aware of any school to which he could be trans- 
ferred Mr. Conway should be notified about May 1, 1940, 
that his services will not be required after the end 
of June, 1240. 


Mr. Phelan intends to interview the Mother 
General of the Sisters of Ste. Anne in Montreal on 
Friday with a view to making final arrangements for the

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three Sisters whom it is intended to engage. Further 
particulars regarding these will be forwarded to you 
later. 


I intend to secure the approval of the 
Minister's office to accepting the offer of one or 
other of the transportation companies who quoted a 
price on driving the children to and from the school. 
Takine everything into consideration I agree with you 
that this would be preferable to operating our own bus. 
As soon as I have a definite decision in this regard 
you will be advised. 


In view of what I have just stated regarding 
transportation it will then be necessary to secure 
someone for the janitor duties only. In this connection 
I consider that a salary of 600.00 4 year, payable on 
a monthly basis of $50.00 a month for 12 months, would 
be most suitable. In this manner we would be able to 
have the services of the janitor for the months of July 
and August to look after the school garden and any other 
duties that might be required during that period. 


As we will be paying him an amount of $600.00 
{t will be necessary to establish a position and have 
the incumbent appointed through the Civil Service 
Commission. SHefore taking the necessary procedure in 
this regard I would like you to make very careful inguiries 
with a view to ascertaining if there is some Indian who 
could be engaged. I feel that it would be possible to 
have him appointed because if at all possible an Indian 
should be employed. Please give this matter your immediate 
consideration and let me have your reply as soon as you 
can conveniently do so.

(a) The question of a staff has been considered at some 
length and both Inspector Barry and I agree that the instruc- 
tional duties and full responsibility for the general conduct 

of the school should be taken over by the Sisters of St. Ann. 

Some objection to this arrangement has been raised by Rev. Father 
Lauzon, mainly on the grounds that the Sisters of St. Ann would 
find it extremely difficult, if not impossible, to maintain 
discipline among the older boys and that the Sisters could not 

be expected to stand in the same relationship to the boys outside 
the actual classroom work as a male teacher-principal. The points 
brought forward by Father Lauzon are important and no doubt will 
receive due consideration by the Branch. It is understood, how- 
ever, that a review of the school's progress will be made at the 
end of the current school year at which time no doubt such measures 
as are then deemed necessary to strengthen the administration will 
be taken. 


(b) With reference to paragraph 4. of your letter, I should 
say that it would largely depend on the respective qualifications 
of the Manual Training instructors as to whether or not an 
exchange, such as suggested, would be an advantage.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I am forwarding herewith my report 
on the Cowichan Indian Day School, Roman Catholic 
Church, Cowichan Agency, which I inspected on: Monday 
afternoon, November 6th. 


It was about 2 p.m. when I arrived 
at the school with the Rev. Father Le Clair 5.M.M,, 
having been delayed by a conference with the local 
missionaries dealing partly with the conduct of the 
teacher Mr Donald M.J.Conway. 


Though not a recognized recess period 
in B.C. the children had been granted one and were 
found playing about the schoolroom quite out of any 
sort of control. Pieces of paper and rubbish were 
all over the floor, and there were even pieces of bread 
on the floor near the door and cups on the desks. These 
conditions were of course also observed by the Priest. \\ 


Of the 57 pupils on the roll some 38 
only were present and the majority of these were small 
beginners. It will be noted from my report that there 
are too many children in Grade 1, some 42 in all. 


The teacher,who did not at first observe 
our presence, was engaged in the preparation of pencil 
copies for the Beginners writing lesson. He is far too 
much of a High School teacher to deal with this mob of 
little beginners, though he has of course been given in 
the past very detailed instructions as to work and methods 
for such a class. 


In a very few minutes I managed to get 
good order and to satisfy myself that in the key subjects 
Grade 1 knew very little indeed, the subject of Language 
being particularly poor. 


The past two reports on this school have 
been good, and it is with regret that I have now to report 
4n an adverse manner on the work of the school. 


The older pupils are anxious to learn but 
the teacher is too much occupied with the Primary Grades 
to give them the instruction they so much desire. 


When I inspected here in December 1928 I 
found the Manual Training quite good. Since that time very 
little has been done. Some forms have been made which are 
of use as the children have to use the Manual Training 
benches as desks, but the work sent in for exhibition in 
Vancouver was not of much value, being mainly 
boxes. 
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I spoke to Mr Conway about the many debts 

tm he appears to have contracted in different parts of 
Alberta and B.C. He explained that the local debts 
had been paid, and that sums supposed to be owing in 
other places were in fect money put into his invention, 
a new kind of pen which he has not been able to put on 
the market. In particular a woman in Alberts, with whom 
there has been some correspondence considers that she 
is owed money for board, but Mr Conway says that this 
was in fact the payment for shares in his "pen", I 
explained that the Department did not like teachers in 
Indian schools to owe money like this, This subject 
was included in a previous report, March 1938. 


When informed that in all probability on the 
opening of the new Cowichan Consolidated School in January 
this present school would be absorbed, Mr Conway told 
me that he expected to be the Principal of the new school 
and that he had been promised a good position by Mr, Hoey. 


I suggested that it was highly unlikely that he 
would be Principal, and that it was possible that a 
community of Sisters would take charge of the teaching. 
Mr Conway was advised that while I had nothing to do with 
the selection of a staff, the matter being one for the 
Department in Ottawa, it might be well for him to write 
to one or more of the “atholic Bishops, particularly to 
His Excellency Bishop Bunog 0.M.I., to seek nomination 
should a vacancy occur in 4 northern Indian day school. 


Mr Conway was not a success at Samloops Indian 
Residential School where he taugnt the older boys for one 
year. He did not get on well with the Sisters of St. Ann. 


I would recommend that he be informed that the 
position he now holds will be done away with at the end 
of December, and that his services will therefore no longer 
be needed as from December Zlst 1939. He should be given 
a full month's notice if this is in any way possible. 
I simply could not recommend that he be employed at the 
new school, for this year's work at the present Cowichan 
Indian Yay School has not been satisfactory. 


As my previous reports on this teacher have been 
satisfactory, may I suggest that you obtain a report from 
the Indian Agent before forwarding your own recommendations 
to Uttawa,. 


This whole matter has been discussed with Mr Mocre 
and I understand that he is even more dissatisfied with 
Mr Conway's work than I am. There has been a great falling 
off in the work accomplished at the school during the past 
year,and the teacher's control is now so weak that I can 
do little for him. These facts in themselves would be 
sufficient to justify the termination of his services. 
However the matter might be better dealt with by the abolition 
of the position he now holds.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 13th 
instant in connection with the teaching staff at the 
new Cowichan school. 


Please advise Mr. Conway that his services 
as teacher of the Cowichan Indian day school will 
terminate on December 31, 1939. 


You should consult the Church authorities 
with a view to obtaining a qualified teacher to take 
charge of the vocational training at this school when 
it opens in January. Extreme care should be taken in 
Selecting this teacher. I feel that he shoulda be a 
young man who, in addition to his teaching duties, woulda 
be expected to oversee the boys during recess and other 
times when they are around the school. He could give 
some physical training to the boys as well as organize 
games for then. 


I presume that such & teacher can be secured 
at the same salary as has been paid Mr. Conway. 


I enclose copy of a letter forwarded to the 
Mother General of the Sisters of Ste.

I have received a letter written by you, 
with respect to your employment at the Cowichan Indian 
Day School. It is noted that your letter bears no date. 


I can see no reason whatever why there 
shoulé be any misunderstanding with respect to your em- 
Sloyment at the Cowichan school. When the new consolidated 
school was in the process of construction, a creat deal of 
thoucht was given to the employment of teachers and it was 
finally decided that it would be in the interests of all 
parties concerned if the school were taken over by the 
Sisters of St. Ann. These Sisters, I am glad to state, 
have consented to take charze of the school. The school, 
therefore, will be in charge of these Sisters from the cate 
of its openine onvrard. 


Your clains for pos I n the teaching 
staff were very carefully and sym i al reviewed by 
the Department on a number of cas is was Ciscovered, 
however, that the reports on your work during the last year 
were in no sense satisfactory: in fact the reports on your 
work in so far as the elementary gra ; were concerned were 
very unsatisfactory. It was gecided, tt ore, thet you 
should be notified on or before December 1 thst your services 
would not be reovired when the school re-opened after *he 
Christmas holidays. It is altogether likely that this 
notice reached you on or about December 1. Thi action 
taken by the Department is, you will note, in complete 
conformity with the rules and regulations gov rning the 
employment of teachers at Indian day schools. 


I note with interest your statement that 
®you were given to unéerstand you woulc automatically be

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on the staff of the ner school". I recall to min’ very 
distinctly @ visit to the Cowichan school and my inter~ 
view with you at that time. At no time A€uring the course 
of our discussion was 4 reference made to the nev school 
or to the staff that mizht be employed at a ner school. 
As a matter of fact, no decision with respect to the 
construction of a new school had been reached at that 
time. You did intimate to me that you would like an 
{increase in salary and I promised that your claims for 
an increase would be carefully investizatec 4mmediately 
following my return to Ottawa. I was accompanied during 
my visit by the Commissioner for British Colunbia - 
Major D. M- Mackay, who is of course familiar with the 
conversation that took place at that time. The local 
Priest of course is not an employee of this Department 
andis in no sense responsible for the employment of 
teachers, nor is the Department responsible for any 
promises he may have made in respect to your employment. 


I am always sympathetically disposed 
toward a man when he loses 8 position anc particularly 

so if a man is married and has children to su ort. I 
think you should Giscuss your claims for re-employment at 
an Indian day school with the Catholic Church authorities 
responsible for nominating teachers for vacant positions, 
with the Indian Commissioner for British Columbia and 

with the Inspector of Indian Schools. If these represent- 
atives of the Church and the Department feel that you 
should be re-emp oye at an Indian Gay school, the Depart- 
ment will raise no serious objection, provided of course 
that the Inspector's re erts on your work - should you 

be re-employed - &re satisfactory from time to time.

I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter. of December 18th 
regarding Mr. Conway whose services as teacher at the Cowichan 
Indian Day School terminate on December S3lst. 


Mir.Conway was notified of his dismissal by registered 
letter No.17838 posted at Vancouver on November 2lst. I personally 
saw to it that there would be no doubt as to the notification 
being forwarded in sufficient time to reach Mr. Conway well before 
November 30th. In addition I instructed Mr. Indian Agent Moore 
to personally inform him of the Department's decision before Novem- 
ber 50th as I anticipated that there might be some claim made that 
proper notice had not been given. 


I well recall our visit to the Cowichan Indian Day 
School. I was present during your conversation with Mr. Conway 
and I am positive no promise was made to him with respect to 
employment on the staff of the new school as the subject of the 
staff or who would comprise it was not referred to. 


Mir. Conway visited this office yesterday. He considered 
he had been unfairly dealt with but made no statement to the effect 
that he had not received a full month's notice. I informed Mr. 
Conway that his services were not satisfactory and under the cir- 
cumstances there was but one course of action open to the 
Department. 


Mr. Conway was informed of the contents of the last 
paragraph of your letter and was advised to keep in touch with the 
officials of his church and if nominated ror one of our Day Schools 
consideration would no doubt be given to his reemployment on the 
conditions mentioned therein.

On several occasions I have interviewed Mr. Moore about the draining and 
levelling of the grounds of the Cowichan Consolidated Indian School, and he informed 
me that, due to lack of funds, authorization to proceed with this very necessary 
work has been withheld, It seems impossible that this can actually be the case, as 
it is absolutely necessary for the health of the children to have the grounds seen 
to as soon as possible. 


Perhaps the Department is not aware of the fact that only about 10% of our 
schoolchildren have the means to buy rubbers, and as ell accommodations are outsede, 
they are obliged to wade ankle deep through the mud, with the result thet children, 
already delicate in health from undernourishment, must sit for several hours in the 
Classroom with wet shoes and stockings, This, as you will readily understand, is 
very detrimental to their health and may cause lasting trouble, 


Our school, so beautiful and Spotless at the outset, has been damaged con- 
siderably by mud brought in unavoidably from the grounds which are really in a dew 
Plorable condition. This, though regrettable, is, however, merely of secondary 
importance, The children's health comes first, and as this was brought to the 
attention of Mr, Mopre, he advised me to write to you myself, 


Regarding Domestic Science supplies I also conferred with our Indian Agent, 
who seems to be of the opinion that the Department can make no provision, Knitting 
needles, thimbles, needles and thread, etc. have been supplied, but no provision 
has been made for the purchase of raw wool and other material necessary for the 
knitting of Indian swoaters and the teaching of cooking. May we suggest a monthly 
allowance of ten dollars ($10) from March lst until the end of June! Our Domestic 

( gScience teacher is most Sager to do her best to promote the Cowichah sweater industry, 
|v If material is provided for the first few months, the knitted articles might be sold 

Vi ) Aater and with the proceeds other raw material could be purchased without added 

/ f\/ expense to the Department, 


or Eager to assist us in every possible way to make this new undertaking a 
great success, our Mother Provincial sent our Prefect of Studies on an official 
visitation of the classes to ascertain the number of pupils actually taught in this 
school. Forty six (46) were registered on the first day of school, and on the 
first of February this number had increased to 90, a very satisfactory enrollment, 
indeed. We both agree that, as Principal, it is impossible for me to do justice to 
five grades, teach an hour and a half daily in the Primary Grades in order that the 
Domestic Science teacher may devote this time to her branch of training, interview 
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>, A and supervise the run of the school in general. Something must necessarily 
be neglected. To remedy this deficiency, and to make of this school, the only 

one of its kind in the Dominion, a real credit to the Department, we would stronly 
advise a fourth teacher, at least at the beginning of the new Scholastic Year in 
September, Classes could then be more evenly divided, vocational training could 

be placed on a more practical basis, and, though an added expense, the Department 
would be better satisfied. 


I am happy to have this opportunity of expressing the sincere thanks 
of the Sisters and of our Indian children and their parents for this beautiful school 
and costly equipments, We trust that the improvements pleaded for will meet with 
your approval, and in return you may safely count on the wholehearted co-operation 
of the Sisters of St. Ann.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
nd instant ané also certain correspondence relating to 
the display of films at the Ste. Catherine's Indian day 
school, attached thereto. 


You are aware of the action taken by the 
Department with respect to the operation of a cinematographic 
machine at the Alert Bay Indian residential school. After 
very careful and sympathetic consideration, it was felt 
that in view of the fire hazard involved and a number of 
other factors it was inadvisable in times such as these to 
display films at the Alert Bay school. It is not the 
intention of the principnel in charge of the Ste. Catherine's 
school, as I understand it, to have the general public 
admitted to these displays. I feel, nevertheless, that a 
great many of the objections that apply to Alert Bay apply 
in this case also. No one at this date doubts the value 
of visual instruction. JT have advocated its adoption and 
extension in puplic schools for a number of years, As a 
matter of fact, however, I do not know at the moment of 
a single white school where visual instruction is system- 
atically provided. It would appear that for the time being 
at least the cost of this instruction is something the tax- 
payers are not able to meet. In view of this fact, it is 
of the utmost importance that those in charge of our 
Indian schools maintain, if they can, a sense of proportion. 
We shall be very fortunate indeed if we can provide regular 
instruction for Indian pupils during the war period, without 
extending this instruction to include visual education. It 
seems exceedingly difficult to bring home to our school 
teachers and missionaries on Indian reserves the fact that 
these are very extraordinary times in which we are living 
and times that demené substantial sacrifices on the pert 
of all of us.

I would recommend that this be accepted and lr 
Marchant so informed with as little delay as possible. 


While I have evry sympathy for this young man 
and his desire that he be kept on umtil the end of April, I 
feel it my duty to bring the question of the school garden to 
your attention and impress the importance ol this work as @ 
very vital phase of Indian education among the children 
attending this School. If we could be sure that he would 
take more interest in this phase of the work than he Has taken 
so far in his other duties around the school, and would show 
at least a little initiation, I would not hesitate to suggest

I have received in the last few days a letter from the 
Sister Prefect of Studies, St. Ann's Academy, Victoria, 
Provincial Administration Office. In the course of a letter 
dated March 14th 1940 Sister M, Dorothea S.5.A. says:- 


"I have had occasion, recently, to visit the 
new Indian School at Duncan, and ! am happy to report that 
Sister Mary Armella has been able to resume her teaching 
and principalship there since early last week, - On March 6th, 
to be aact." 

"The pupil attendance at the time of my visit 
was only about 60% as many of the children were suffering 
from colds and illnesses of one kind or another. I was most 
interested, however, in noting the advancement of the classes. 


"We regret that it has been necessary, for a time 
at least, to relieve Sister Mary Alphonsa, the Home Economics 
teacher, of the 9;00 - 10315 period of academic teaching. 
Mother Provincial has provided a substitute for the stated 
period, Miss Somerville, whom the Sisters have carefully 
initiated into the needs of the class. As Miss Somerville seems 
to like the Indian childrenand to enjoy teaching them, I think 
her work will be successful. I hope the arrangement will prove 
satisfactory to you." 


“Sister Mary Alphonsa will now be free to devote her 
time to Home Economics and she will adjust her programme to take 
care of Religion and of singing as well." 


"Sister Mary Armella has received official 
notification that the name, "St. Catherine's Indian School" 
has been approved by the Department at Ottawa. The Sisters are 
very pleased, as is also our Reverend Mother Provincial, 
who first proposed the name." 


I am still of opinion that four Sisters are needed 
at this school if Home Economics is to be taught to the girls 
by one of the teachers with special qualifications for this work, 
You will see from the letter from the HKeverend Sister Prefect 
of Studies that a Miss Somerville has joined the school staff 
at least for the time. I wish the Department to be aware of this 
fact, even if it is decided not to allow her any salaryas above 
the sum being now given to the three Sisters of 5t Ann at the 
school. 

I am certainly glad to learn that some at least 
of the vocational and physical training equipment recommended 
in my letter of February 15th last is to be provided.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 
20th instant with reference to the Kokeilah 
and St. Catherine's Day Schools. 


While the Department has always allowed 
the Board of Home Missions of the United Church 
of Canada to nominete the teacher for the 
Koksileh School, an arrangement was made in the 
year 1922 for the Catholic misaionary to visit 
the school once a week and give religious 
instruction to Catholic children attending that 
school. In this regard I would refer you to 
official letter of November 15, 1956, also 
letter received from the former Agent, Mr. Grahan, 
dated December 7, 1936. Copies of these letters 
are enclosed. 


I feel that when a ohild is enrolled at 
either the Koksilah or St. Catherine's School 
such child should continue attending that school 
unless there ere some special reasons to the 
contrary.

I have been advised through Mr. Moore, Indian Agent for Duncan, 
that it is your wish that we dispense with the services of the supplementary 
teacher who has been replacing Sister Mary alphonsa, Home Economics teacher, 
for the past few weeks during a morning class period, We are most sager 
to comply with your wishes in this matter but hesitate to upset the existing 
order of the school arrangement until we have explained the situation more 
fully. 


In the first place we expect no remuneration for the present supple~ 
mentary teacher, Sister Mary Thecla, neither are we attempting by giving her 
a tomporary and minor position on the staff, to indicate the need of a fourth 
teacher. But it seemed to us that, during this period of adjustment in a new 
school, that more effective work could be done by the Home Ecénomics teacher 
if she were relieved, temporarily, of the one period of class work in 
question, and being fortunate, for the time at least, in having a Sister 
free who could do this substitute work efficiently, we arranged the matter 
for what we considered the greater success of the school work. 


However, if knowing our intentions, and understanding that the 
supplementary work is merely a temporary adjustment for the greater success 
of the whole, you still desire that we withdrew the supplementary teacher, 
we shall comply with your wishes. 


In the meantime we are continuing to do our utmost to complete the 
first term of St. Catherine's School to the satisfaction of all and are 
grateful to you for your ready consideration of the many needs of our 
new school.

Jn December 4th I visited the St. Catherine's 
Indian Day School, Duncan, and examined in particular 
the work of Mr. Frank Morrison, Manual Training Instructor 
of that school. 


The quality of Mr. forrison's Classroom work is 
satisfactury. The pupiis present were well behaved 
and obviously interested in the subject. Mr. Morrison 
has his pupils for a greater portion of the school time 
than is prescribed for Industrial Arts in the Provincial 
Schools. Even when allowance is made for this the 
quality of the completed projects is good. 


Mr. Morrison's duties are light in comparison to 
those of other teachers.. He teaches for three and one 
half hours of the five hour school day. n addition 
his classes are small, none of which is larger than 
twelve when attendance is perfect. The day I visi ted 
him one of his classes consisted of four pupils. The 
total number of pupéis receiving instruction in Manual 
Training is 27. This is divided into three classes. 
Mr. Morrison assists with the instruction in music for 
special occ asions. He states that he considers his age 
prevents his organizing sports in the school in which he 
is the only male teacher. 


I have enclosed a copy of the "Qualification of 
Teacher's for Grant Purp ses" which is the basis on 
which grants are paid by the Province ial Government to 
school districts. To qualify for a grant the district 
must pay these salaries. Many districts pay 0 ly this

Mr. Morrison 
graduated from the Frederickton Normal School, New 
Brunswick in 1907 and holds a British Columbia 
Manual Training Certificate in the class headed 

Type E-C which I have marked on the back of the form. 
This information I have verified with the Registrar, 
Department of Education, Victoria. 


It is my opinion that Mr. Morrison 1s being paid 
adequately for the service he is rendering, This opinion 
is based upon his teaching load, his extra-curricular 
work, his certification, and the saleries beins paid 
at present in Provincial Hilementary Schools. 


There is no reason why the school tine-table can- 
not be arranged so that Mr. Morrison teaches three and 
one half full days per week instead of three and one 
half hours for five days per week. In this way he might 
be able to supplement his earnings by working elsewhere 
on the days he is not required at the school. This 
would not reduce his present teaching time which is 
ample for the 27 pupils receiving Manual Training 
instruction. His daily work wouid still be light because 
of the small number of pupils in his classes and the 
negligible amount of extra-curricular work he has to 
per_form. I did not discuss the above suggestion with 
Mr. Morrison or the Principal of the school.

I have delayed replying to your letter because of a long 
series of letters which has been necessary between officials 
in British Columbia and Ottawa. It is understood that Major 
Davey was to inspect this school and to check carefully into 
the work which Mr. Morrison is doing there and make @ 
recoumendation as to the salary to be allowed to this teacher. 


by Order~in-Council the cost-of-living bonus 
was amalgamated with the basic salary as of September 1, 1946. 
Therefore Mr. Morrison's basic salary is now $125.00. There 
may be minor discrepancies in Mr. Morrison's cheque, due to 
the fact that there has been some correspondence with the 
Inspector of Income Tax, Vancouver, concerning Mr. Morrison's 
income tax status. 


I regret to inform you that it will not be 
possible to undertake the provision of indoor toilet facil- 
ities at the St. Catherine's Indian Day School, for the present 
at least. we have recently been informed by the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch of the Department of Mines and Resources 
that a cost of $5,000.00 would be involved in the provision 
of such facilities. As you are probably aware, it is most 
difficult in times like these to provide such appropriations. 


You will be glad to know that I have a large 


stock of samples of various bible Histories and Catechisms. 
These were passed to Father Plourde for consideration by the

I have just been notified that Mr. Frank S. Morrison, instructor at 
« Catherine's Indian Day SchtolyDiincan,B.Cc. is — in his resignation. 
I am told,is exclusively a salary question. 
” Ge queseutiy ceutles several times through the regular chanels and 
directly to Ottawa for an increase in salary. True he is now drawing higher 
monthly checks but this is due mostly to the cost of living bonus and not 
to any subtantial increase in his basic salery. 

Mr. F. Se Morrison, as your files will show is fully qualified for 
the position he now holds. Moreover, the standard of his work with the Indians 
in general, and aprticulerly in manual arts,has been of a very high quality, 
practically unexcelled, as any person able to judge in the matter will readily 
admit. When he came to St. Catherine's, no work shop, nor work program were 
properly organized. The so-called instructors who preceeded him were mere 
handy men, doing everything and anything. Under his guidance, the Boys 
learnt how to handle tools and in a short time they were able to put into 
practical use their training,as a visit around the school will conclusively 
shows He himself without eny extra financial remuneration for this work 
built for the school several pieces of necessery furniture. This work alone 
in many instances would have cost the Department more than the salary he 
received, He gladly did it in the interest of the school and because he has 
the welfare of the Indians at heart. This last point is in my opinion of 
major importance, if we want to get results with the Indians, 

All in all, I feel that Mr. Morrison has been an ideal man in his 
position and the Department would be ill advised to leave him go for the mere 
question of salary. I know it is the ambition of the Department to have and 
keep on staff good and qualified teachers and instructors. Consequently, I 
felt it was my duty to call your attention to his case, and ask you to 
reconsider it for a substantial increase in his basic salary. If you have time 
to refer yourself to the periodical reports which mist have been sent to your 
office, you will find thet they bear my cleims, this I say in spite of the 
fact that I have not seen any of them at any time. 

4 copy of this letter is being sent to Mr.R.H.Moore, our local agent 
and to the Comm. Major D.M. MacKay with the request to support this case 
and give their viewpoint. 

Sorry to trouble you about this matter,but I consider it as serious 
and important for the school and Would ask you to give it serious consideration.

Indian families being absent from their reserves at seasonal

Schools were quite well attended 
during the period, with the exception of St. Catherine's 
which seem to have great difficulty in holding the interest of 
the children and getting the support of the parents. Some of us 
are inclined to think that a complete change of teaching staff 
is needed in that school, for although we have no direct evidence 
to substantiate our opinion, the fact pemaines that the éhildren 
do not like their present teachers who might be alright. in a 
Residential School but quite unsuited in a Day School. there is 
certainly a marked difference in the spirit existing in the 
Tsartlip School, where we have Kev. Sisters teaching also, than 
there is in St. Catherine's although the facilities and convenien- 
ces at the latter school are very much greater. I am of the 
opinion that if a change could be made in this school, that all 
the teachers should go that/there at present, for certainly 
we are not getting results now, even with the Truant Officer.

In a letter of June 2, 1944, Mr. Moore stated 
that there was not available in his office a copy of the 
survey made of this site in 1937. Therefore I an enclosing 
an extra copy which I discovered on one of our old files. 

If you so desire this can be forwarded to him. It is under- 
stood that in 1938 the Board of Home Missions of the United 
Church of Canada offered to transfer this property to the 
bepertment for school purposes. I enclose a copy of the 
letter dated July 18, 1938, which was received by the Depart- 
mont at thet time. It was decided, in view of the recomend- 
ation of the then Indian 4; ent, Mr. Graham, that nothing should 
be done in this regard. Would you now wish that the United 
Church be approached regarding the transfer of this property 
to the Depertment: 


It is felt thet the old Cowichan School is unsat- 
isfactory for use as a school for the following reasons:- 


(a) The lighting in this school is very poor and 
does not meet the required standards, 


(b) The question of transporting the United Church 
children to this school will probably necessitate 
the contracting for additional bus service,

of August 1, 1944), the Department is not enthusiastic 
about moving the Koksilah Day School to within such « 
short distance of the st.

Dear Mr. Hoey:- 


I have before me a letter from Rev. Father 
Lauzon, S.M.M., of the Gatholic Indian Mission, Duncan, 
dealing with the transportation of Indian children in 
the Duncan School district of the Cowichan Agency. You 
will recall that an arrangement was made earlier this 
year whereby the Department allowed Father Lauzon $175.00 
per school year for the transportation of ten children in 
his own car to and from the School, but this only makes 
provision for the transportation of a small percentage of 
the children. 


It would appear that 36 children now attending 
school should have transportation and, of these, 23 are 
pupils of the Cowichan Day School and the remainder (13) 
attend the Koksilah Day School. It has been suggested 
that a one-ton regulation school bus, as described in the 
attached letter from the International Harvester Co. of 
Canada Ltd., would suit our requirements. General Motors 
also supply a one-ton bus for $100.00 less, but for the 
difference in price the International would probably be 
more satisfactory. In addition to the capital outlay 
involved, an allowance of approximately $800.00 would have 
to be provided to meet the costs of operation and mainten- 
ance. Father Lauzon would be responsible for the trans- 
portation of the children and the care and maintenance of 
the motor vehicle supplied. The amount asked for operation 
and maintenance ($800.00) is based on a mileage cost of 
13 cents per mile and is considered reasonable when com- 
pared with transportation costs as paid by the Municipality 
of Duncan for the transportation of white children in the 
same area. 


It will be recalled that in the Duncan School survey 
dated July 23rd, 1937, Inspector Barry recommended a con- 
solidated improved Indian Day School for to take care of 
the children attending the Cowichan Day School and children 
of school age not at present attending any school. If 
approved, such a School would not lessen the need of trans- 
portation for a large number of the children, indeed, more 
children would be attending school for which transportation 
would be necessary than at present. 


If funds are available, I would recommend a 
one-ton school bus be supplied and that a grant on a 
mileage basis be allowed Father Lauzon for the operation 
and maintenance of the bus. Should funds not be available, 
I would suggest that the arrangement we now have with Father 
Lauzon be continued.

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aa I am delighted to say however that through the 
kindness of the local Inspector, under whom I once taught, 
I was shown tha blue print plans of a splendid four room 
Provincial Day School built in a square as suggested by Mr.Hoey. 

This school has teachers' room and a basement 
divided into four playrooms, one under each room, 

Toilets are outside and no doubt of the dry earth 
type, pits being dug. 

Some local plumbing was done at a4 cost of $116.50 
put the contract price of the splendid four room school was 
only $6,209.80 

I would ask that the contents of this letter be 
considered as strictly confidential as I am dealing with matters 
of a Provincial Department of Education of which I am not 
supposed to have any official knowledge. 


Further I have no reason to believe that there 
would be any difficulty in optaining the blue prints of this 
particular four room school, which I have examined or rather 
just seen. 

May I suggest that you as Indian Commissioner 
apply to the Department of Public Works or the Architects Branch 
of the Provincial Government for one or more blue prints of 
the new four room school just erected at Yarrow, though the 
plans were drawn for Sumas. The particular plan that Mr. Hoey 
would want is numbered 845 and dated Public Works 1936. 

Such plans would probably cost $1.00 each. 

This plan with modifications to be suggested by 
Mr. Hoey would no doubt be perfectly satisfactory for the 
proposed Consolidated School near Duncan. 


The fitting up and even the arrangement of the 
rooms could of course be changed in the Ottawa plans which 
would have to be drawn before tenders were called for by the 
Department. Such changes might add greatly to the cost of the 
school, 

I must also point out that the extraordinary low 
contract price of $6,209.80 forthis school was put in by a 
local firm,from Chilliwack I believe, who are said to have made 
only wages out of this job. It was suggested to me by the 
Provincial Inspector that I might add 50% to the above contract 
price to obtain a duplicate puilding near Duncan, Even then 
the total price of the school building would be under $9,000 
and the completed school might not cost in excess of $15,000 


My estimate of $30,000 would appear to be too 
great under present conditions, and I am confident that the 
type of school suggested by Mr. Hoey, without gynasium, kitchen, 
living quarters etc., could be erected and quipped for under 
the $20,000 he mentions. 


It is hoped that the above confidential information 
will be of assistance to the Department. r

modified water system mentioned by Mr. Hoey. 


Boat building is not very necessary here, and 
a few benches placed along the side of the boys' basement would 
probably provide all the accommodation necessary. There would 
have to be cupboards for tools etc. put in this letter I am not 
gping into details. 


My own view iS that the present Indian Day 
School called the Cowichan School is not worth moving to 
the site proposed for the new school. As the distance is not 
great, about a mile I should say, such a move could of course 
be arranged. The distance between the present site of the 
Cowichan Indian Day School and the proposed site of the new 
school would make any supervision of vocational work by the 
Sisters 4mpossible should such work be carried on in the old 
school, where it now stands. 


May I say jn confidence that Mr. Hoey's 

suggestion that there would be no need for a Principal other 
than the Sister Superior, 4f the Sisters of St. Anne took charges 
would be objected to by the Catholic Church authorities, I have 
ceason to think. 

Father Lauzon intimated to me that he wanted 
a male teacher for the older boys. The Manual Training Instructor 
would be a man of course. 


I am of the opinion that the Sisters of St Ann 
could very well supervise the whole school, 4{ncluding the older 
poys few if any of whom would be above 15 years of age. 


With Sisters and men on the staff of the school 
I suggested that the Catholic Missionary, in the present ca SC, 
Rev. Father Lauzon, would be the most suitable to place in 
nominal charge of the school. 


With regard to the second last paragraph of 
Mr. Hoey's letter of October 4th and acting on your instructions 
I may say that I visited the office of one of the local Provincial 
School Inspector's this morning. 


I took up the cost of erection of Provincial 
Schools in places near large towns such as Victoria and Vancouver 
and was pleased to find that the cost of one, and four room 
day schools Bas been greatly reduced since I had anything to do 
with such schools. 


I would say for Mr. Hoey's information and more 
or less in confidence, that the sum of $5,000 per room suggested 
in paragraph two of page two of his letter, and my own estimate 
of around $4,000per room in B.C. are well in excess of present 
costs, if schools near Vancouver are to be taken as standard. 


A very fine two room school with teachers! room, 
and double basement, with toilet accommodation water being laid on 
and central heating, electric light etc. cost at Stillwater near 
Powell River not more than $4,500 I have seen a photograph of 
this school which compares favourably with the new Indian Day 
School at Port Simpson though with less accommodation. 

I may say that the Provincial Inspector considers the Stillwater 
School a highly satisfactory One. The basement is above ground.

Dear Major MacKay :- 


At your request I have read Mr. Hoey's 
letter 152-22-1 of October 4th last with regard to certain 
suggested modifications in my recommendations for the 
construction of a Consolidated Indian Day School in the 
Cowichan Agency near Duncan. 


I certainly agree with Mr. Hoey that many 
items might be eliminated from those suggested in my letter 
of July 16th 1938 if it is necessary to cut down the cost of 
the school. 

My letter and previous Survey Report of 
July 8, 1937 were made with great care and are I believe 
sound from a professional point of view. This does not 
mean that modifications could not be made . I am inclined 
to think that the Reverend Father Lauzon is requesting rather 
more than is necessary. 


A square four room school with full basement ‘i 
accommodation would supply all that is necessary for the present. 
_———— 

In B.C. we find that basements should be above ‘a 
ground and not two thirds underground as suggested by Mr. Hoey. 
There is too great a danger of flooding in our rather wet climate. 
Even in the dry belt they are as a rule erected above ground. 


Kitchens can be eliminated if the noon meal is 
just a lunch that could be heated on an electric stove in the 
room used as a lunch room for the children. Even tables in the 
basement on the boys! side and on the girls' side would be quite 
suitable and eliminate even a lunch room. 


Living accommodation for a member of the staff 
might be eliminated in the simple school proposed by Mr. Hoey. 


Inside toilets are better than those outside 
and at athe rear of a school. Water is necessary for inside 
toilets and a septic tank is necessary, and is recommended by me 
still. I believe that a good water supply could be obtained by 
sinking a well on the property suggested for the school andncw 
owned by Mrs Sammy Bob, which is by far the best site for the 
proposed school.

I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of October 4th, 

regarding the proposed consolidated 

Cowichan Agency, and in this con~ 
nection beg to 4 two blueprints of the plan of the 
4-room day schoo jncial Government at Yarrow, 
referred to by Capt. Barry in his tober Slst, a copy 
of which was submitted with my let , file 15/3/ 
6632,are being forwarded this day under separate cover. This 
plan, with whatever modifications are considered necessary by the 
Department would no doubt meet our requirements. 


As stated by Capt. Barry, most of our school basements 
in this Province are built in line with, or above, the ground level, 
this being found more suitable owing to climatic conditions. 


Before finally deciding on the site for the proposed 
school, the question of a good and sufficient water supply will 
have to be gone into carefully, and in this connection it may be 
necessary to have some investigation work made by our engineering 
Branch. Should our requirements in this connection be found on 
the present school site, there would hardly be any need to con- 
sider the other site suggested, provided extra land could be 
acquired from James Capeal. The present school building could 
then be utilized for vocational work, and s0 divided that a section 
of it could be used for the manufacture of Cowichan sweaters and 
other woolen articles under the supervision of a member of the 
scho Should circumstances be such, however, that it will

sweaters could, to an important extent, be centralized under 
proper supervision, would have to be provided, as the distance 
from this site to the present Cowichan Day School would preclude 
supervision by the school stafi, which is considered desirable. 


Well constructed outside toilets with the usual screens 
and proper ventilation vents would probably do for the present. 
This is what is usually provided by the Province where connection 
with established water and sewerage systems is costly. The 
necessary pipe fittings for inside toilets and wash basins could 
be placed in the building when it is being built, so that these 
additions could be installed at any time the Department wishes to 
do so, should an adequate water supply be available. 


I trust the plan being forwarded will be helpful to the 


Department in preparing final plans for the proposed consolidated 
school.

Rev. Father Lauzon, Indian Missionary at 
Cowichan, visited the Department on the 24th instant 
and brought up the question of installing electricity 
in the new consolidated school. 


I pointed out to him that it is not our 
practice to install electricity in day schools. 


However, I promised him that I would bring the matter 
to your attention. 


He was under the impression that this school 
was a little different than the ordinary school and 
if part of the building were used for adult instruction 
in the evenings it would be advisable to have electric 
light in it. 


He also mentioned that running water should 
be supplied at least in the kitchen. From conversation 
with Mr. Buck of the Surveys & Engineering Branch I 
understand that they are supplying an electric pump 
for pumping water from the well and it is quite possible 
that without too much expense water could be piped into 
the kitchen and a sink installed. If you approve of 
this suggestion it will be necessary to communicate with 
the Surveys & Engineering Branch as this item was not 
requested in the original specifications.

With reference to the above school, the 
awarding of the contract for which was completed yes- 
terday, I submit herewith two copies of a report on the 
water supply received from Mr. ebb and prepared by 
WeV. MoDonald. 


The preparation of this report was 
authorized by our radiogram to Mr. Yebb of June 16th 
last when word was received from the Indian Affairs 
Branch that a definite site had been decided upon. 


You will note from Mr. McDonald's re- 
port that he has excavated a well on the property which 
will supply water sufficient for the needs of the school 
but that there is no assurance of the adequacy of the 
supply in the dry season until the well has been in use 
for one season and the flow compared with other wells 
in the vicinity. From the comparisons made, in the 
report, with nearby wells, it is felt that the supply 
from this well should be ample. You will observe, how- 
ever, that Mr. McDonald recommends the use of wood crib- 
bing until the adequacy of the well has been proven. At 
such time, a more permanent lining might be installed. 


The report states that water could be 
supplied through a hydrant if a small electric pump were 
installed and that this {installation could be effected 
complete with all necessary labour and materials for 
Seven Hundred and Forty-two Dollars ($742.00). Operating 
charges are estimated to be approximately Three Dollars 
($3.00) per month. 


The pump would be adequate to supply water 
to the Cooking Room in the School should such installa- 
tion be considered advisable. 


It is therefore recommended that the test 
will be completed and equipped and that authority be ob- 
tained to utilize for the purpose funds from Vote 76-64 
already transferred to this Service to the amount of ap- 
proximately Eight Hundred and Ninety-four Dollars and 
Sixty Gents ($894.60) including items as follows :-

THE GUIDANCE OF MECHANICAL SUPERVISORS AND BODY BUILDERS, 
IN CONNECTION WITH THE BUILDING OF SCHOOL BUSES. 


(Buses having a smaller carrying capacity to be patterned 
in proportion to satisfaction of Mechanical Inspector.) 


REGULATION #21, Motor-Vehicle Act. Revised Statutes of B.C. 1936. Chapter 195 
as amended by Chapter 54 of the Statutes of B.C. 1937. Regulations made by 
Order-in-Council #660, approved May 19th, 1938. 


The following extracts from the Regulations are quoted for your information and 
guidance: 


Regulation #21 (a) - "Interpretation": 
In this Regulation, unless the context otherwise requires:- "Mechanical 
Inspector" means any person authorized by the Commissioner in writing 
to inspect and pass upon the fitness of school buses: 
"Permittec" means the person to whom a permit is issued by the Commissioner 
for the operation of a school bus: 
"School Bus" meens a motor-vehicle used for the conveyance of children 
to and from school, and operated by or under contract with the Board of 
School Trustees or other authority in charge of the school, but doos not 
include a motor-vehicle duly licenced under Part V of tho "Highway Act" 
as a public passenger vohiclo. 


Rogulation #21 (b) - "Inspection and Pormit"; 
No motor-vehiclo shall be used as a school bus until it has boen submitted 
to tho Mochanical Inspector for inspection and a permit for its uso 
pursuant to this rogulation has been obtained from the Commissioner. The 
Mechanical Inspector, in addition to the examination of tho motor-vehiclo as 
to mechanical fitness, construction, oguipmont and seating capacity, may 
subject it to any tost which he considers nocossary, and ho shall report 
the result of his inspoction to the Commissioncr for considoration in 
dealing with the application for tho pormit. 
The permit¢co and overy person in charge of a school bus shall upon tho 
request of any officor or constablo of the Provincial Police, forthwith 
take the school bus to a placo dosignated by tho officor or constablo, 
and shall submit the seme there for inspoction and testing. 
Where in the opinion of any officor or constable of the Provincial 
Police a school bus is unfit for tho carrying of school children, no 
porson shall operate such school bus or cause it to bo oporatod on any 
highway for tho purposo of carrying school childron until tho defoct 
Causing such unfitness has boon romodiod to tho satisfaction of tho 
officer or constable. 


Copiocs of the Rogulations pursuant to the Motor-Vehiclo Act (Rogulation 

#21 doaling with construction, equipment and oporation of School Buses) 

may bo obtained from tho King's Printer, Victoria, B.C., upon payment of 
the roquired fee, 


1. Chassis: Tho gross vehiclo woight of a fully loaded bus must not oxtcod tho 
manufacturors' gross allowable woight as fixed by the official in 
charge of the ongincering departmont of tho manufacturer of the 
Chassis. This shall bo interpreted as the advertised maximm 
@ross vehiclo woight as shown in the manufacturers’ advortising 
literature describing such chassis. (Gross vehicle woight 
means the actucl weight of the chassis plus the actual weight 
of the body plus the woight of driver at 175# and weight of 
pupils at 100# cach.) 

The wheol base of any chassis as originally supplicd by the 
manufacturer must not bo altored in any mannor,. 


Tractor or trailor typo vohicles whore driver is soparatod 
from passengers are not approved for use as school buses. 
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All steps at ontranco door shall bo providod 
ox covorod with oqually effoctivo slip proof 
constructed so that risors shell bo proportioned 
floor lovol, and in no caso shall bo 
nt.

Due to your very appretiated cooperation in the 
matter, our school attendance 46 ever increasing and,by 
the beginning of next month, October, 1939, when most of 
all our Indian children wili be pack from the hop fields, 
at least fifty (50) and most probably mee will need 
transportation to and from our Cowichan and Koksilah 
Day Schools. 


In order to provide them all with the necessary 
transportation, I will have to muitiply the trips and 
consequently the expenses. Would you kindly have approved 
by the proper authorities an increase in the allowance, 
at the actual per capita monthly rate of 51.756 


At present for thirty (30) children, I roceive 
monthly, $52.50. Therefore Ye7750 would allow me to 
give service to at least fifty (50), and this starting 
October 1st,1939, until with the opening of the new 
school a more adequate means of transportation will be 
provided fore 

As you know by experience that much time and 
energy have been spent to train our children to regular 
achool attendance, it would be both dephorable for the 
children who are disposed to attend and also for ourselves 
after our efforts if we cannot meet this emergency. But 
on my part on account of the extra expense, unless an 
extra allowance is appoved, I feel I could not serve 
more than thirty (30) ehildren, as I am now doinge 


Ag the above request for an increased grant is 
for an inmediate emergency, I would be very obliged to 
you for immediate attention. 


May I assure you of my eager destre to cooperate 
to the success of your work a8 a whole.

Dear Father Lauzon: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 26th 
ultimo in connection with the new Cowichan school. 
I have carefully considered the contents of your 
letter and have also reviewed the plans. 


Permit me to point out that it is our desire 
that the new school be conducted es a day school. Under 
these circumstances it is not possible nor feasible to 
nrovide rooms for every purpose. The plans show that 
the class rooms, sewing room, kitchen and vocational rooms 
are sufficiently large for the ourposes for which they 
are intended. hile it may be a slieht inconvenience to 
the members of the staff to ermit the pupils to eat their 
lunch in one or other of the class rooms I think you will 
agree that it would not b ossible to supply a special 
room for this purpose 4s such a room would only be required 
for a short time each aay. 


{t is our desire that the building be used in the 
manner in which it is being constructed. I have, however, 
arranged for provision to be made for the stove pipe from 
the stove in the kitchen to the chimney. 


I am informed by the Surveys & ngineering Branch 
that a separate toilet is being provided for the members 
of the staff. 


If hot water is required {t can be heated on the 
stove. e can ot supply hot water connections because this 
would involve a ereat deal of additional expense and upkeep. 
The same applies when the matter of installing inside toilets

Such an installation would necessitate 
additional piping and a septic tank. As a& matter of 
fact arrancements are being made to have 4 sink installed 
in the kitchen with a waste pipe leading to the drain.

I feel certain that when you have reconsidered 
the matter you will arree with me that the present layout 
of the buildine is all that can be expected in an Indian 
day school. e must keep in mind that this is not a semi- 
residential school. From my experience I believe that 
this buildine will compare very favourably with any white 
day school of similar size in the Province of British 
Columbia. It might be advisable to suggest to the Rev. 
isters that they should visit some white day school with 
a view to ascertainine how white schools handle the question 
of a place for noonday lunch.

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providing we could get the right kind of a man to operate the bus, 
because the success or failure of the whole transportation system, 
as well as the regalar attendance of the children at school ,will 
depend largely on this man. If it is eventually decided to put on 
a bus of our own and employ a man in the dual capacity of bus driver 
and caretaker, may I be permitted to suggest that all applicants 

be interviewed and questioned by yourself and a recommendation made 
before the appointment is made. While the appointment of a good 
driver is essential, I believe that the Provincial authorities see 
to it that only good drivers are issued with a Class A bus driver's 
Ldeemse and one of the stipulations should be that he has held this 
lisemey for at least one yoar, free from accidents, prior to his 
appointment, However, to my mind, being a good driver is only one 
of the qualifications he should have as his attitude toward the 
children and parents and his interest in his job generally should 
be above reproach. These can not be arrived at by looking at a 
man's application form but must be arrived at from a personal 
interview. 


I might say in conclusion that the prices affered 
by the transportation companies would apply to a ten month's term at 
just the same rate as they are shown for the six month's period 
commencing at the beginning of the school term after the Christmas 
holidays, or whatever time it is proposed to open the School.

As the majority of the children attending the 
school live at a considerable distence from it arrange- 
ments Will have to be made for their transportation. 


Indien Commissioner Meckey has given the matter 
very careful consideration and has submitted two 
propositions, one for the purchase of a bus by the 
Department and its operation by « man engaged by us or 
transportation by one of the local motor transportation 
companies. 


Commissioner Meckay, after carefully considering 
both the above alternatives, writes, in part, 45 follows: 


“ven if it should finally be established that 
the cost of operating a Departmental bus would actually 
be less than herein shown there is still the very creat 
responsibility involved in the transportation of a large 
group of children to be considered. Careful consideration

Dear Major MacKay:- 


As arranged I called on Mr, Indian Agent Moore 
on my arrival in Duncan on the afternoon of the lith, and 
later went with him to see the new school building which 
will house the Cowichan Consolidated School. 


As it was rather dark I visited the same 
building by myself the following morning, December 12th. 


Mr Moore informs me that he has brought to 
your attention in previous letters and in one dated the 
Lith instant a number of most important matters relating 
to the equipment etc, and opening of the new school, 


In this letter it is my desire to deal with 
only those items not as far as I know mentioned by Mr Moore. 
I believe that you would wish me to report on certain 
matters even if these were not as a rule such as come within 
my supervision. 


Three classrooms are I understand to be used 
for academic work and the fourth for vocational training of 
girls in sewing, arts and crafts etc. The school kitchen, 
lunch room and manual training shop are on the floor below 
the classrooms. The three classrooms used for academic work 
are here called the Senior Division, Junior Division, and 
Primary Division rooms, 


There we available at the present Cowichan Day 
School 27 single Crown school desks, 9 being size No 2, 
9 being size No, 3, and 9 being size No 4, 


In the Senior Division room we shall need 
21 only single desks No. 3 
14 only single desks No. 2 


In the Junior Division room we shall need 
21 only single desks No. 3 
14 only single desks No. 2 
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In the Primary Room we shall need 


8 only single school desks No. 
16 only single school desks No. 
16 only single school desks No. 


All the desks should be mounted on strips of wood 
some 14 in. by 4 In. double dressed fir. 


The desks in the Senior and Junior Divisions 
should be arranged in five rows of seven each, while 
in the Primary division there should be five rows of eight. 


The total number of NEW single school desks needed 
will be as follows:- 


28 single school desks No. & less the 9 of this 
size now at the Cowichan Day School or N 


50 single school desks No. 3 less _the 9 of this 
size now at the Cowichan Day School or 4 N 3 s 


16 single school desks No. 4 less the 9 of this 
size now at the Cowichan Day School or N 


16 single school desks No. 5 there being none of 
this size at the Cowichan Day School or 6 new No.5 desks. 


No front or rear sections should be purchased at 
this time. The 83 new desk sections with the 27 old desk 
furnish seating for $0 pupils in 
each of the Senior an Junior Divisions and 35 pupils in 
the Primary Division, or for 95 children, 


Four substantial teacher's desks will ne needed, as 
well as four teacher's chairs and eight visitors cheirs for 
the four classrooms. 


In the vocational room in place of school desks we 
shall need:- 


2 ordinary and 2 tailor type Singer treddle sewing 
machines and 15 chairs for girls. 


A large cutting out table and a teacher's table 
will also be needed in this vocational or sewing room. 


4 classroom clocks anda one kitchen clock will be needed. 


A suitable kitchen stove to burn coal and two large 
kitchen tables will be needed in the kitchen. 


In the lunch room six large trestle tables and 
twelve forms will be reqired. 


One large school bell and six small desk bells will 
be needed. 
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The following articles will be most necessary:- 


1 only coal shovel 
1 long iron hook poker 


Entrances 4 
Front: two large (at least 22in by S6in but larger 
if possible) coco door mats. 

one metal scraper mat 


Children's: four lergest size coco door mats 
two metal scraper mats. 


One large garbage can. 


The three carpenter's benches, five small forms, 
one small sand table, one low kindergarten table, and 
all texta and other equipment now at the Cowichan Day School 
will ofcourse have to be moved to the new school, and 
this equipment includes a few tools. 


A flag pole and medium size Union-Jack flag will be 
needed at the new school. 


While the lighting fixtures are in place, the school 
wired, and the electric light and power meter in place, there 
are no electric light bulbs at the school. 


I have gone into the matter of lighting with some 
care and consulted the experts of the B.C.Flectric Co. this 
morning. As a result of what I have learned I would recommend 
the supply of the following lights:~- 


Senior Division lights 200 watts each 
Junior Division lights 200 watts each 
Primary Division lights 200 watts each 
Vocational Koom lights 200 watts each 


Entrance Halls lights 200 watts each 
Cloak Rooms (4) lights 60 watts each 


Manual Training Shop lights 150 watts each 
Kitchen lights 200 watts each 
lunch Room lights 150 watts each 


Outside Entrance Doors 2lights 150 watts each 
Furnace Room 2 lights 60 watts each 


Lumber will be needed for the Manual Training 
and the strips to which the desks ate to be fixed. 
A large number of cupboards and shelves will need to be 
constructed, and no doubt other articles for use in the school. 


May I suggest that at least the sum of $200.00 
be made available for dressed lumber, fir and pine. 
A number of tools additional to the small quantity from 
the present Cowichan Day School will be needed. ‘These will 
cost about $150.00 A list could no doubt be prepared by the 
Manual Training Instructor later. 
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On December 11th I visited the Cowichan Indian 
Day School and the Koksilah Indian Yay School, not to 
inspect but to find out as well as I could how many pupils 
might be expected at the new Cowichan Consolidated School 
on opening. 


On the roll of the Cowichan Day School there are 
now some $6 children, of which only 15 boys and 19 girls 
were present on the morning of the llth. 


At the Koksilah Indian Day School there were 
18 boys and 16 girls present out of a total 37. 


Of the above 37 pupils only 22 are described as 
Roman Catholics 4 the teacher, Miss Perry. I am aware 
that some of the Roman Catholics at the Koksilah School 
may not wish to change to the new Cowichan Consolidated 
School, and it is very doubtful if we have the right to 
force the parents to send their children to the new 
Catholic school, It should be remembered that the Koksilah 
School is more or less undenominational though taught by 
a United Church girl. 


There are some children not going to either of 
the present schools who should come to the new school, 


From 80 to 90 pupils should be apected at the 
opening of the new school, and while force should not be 
used, 1 do think that the Catholic children should be 
encouraged in every way to attend the new school, 


The provision of bread and soup, which I hope 
the Department will provide, should attract the children, 


While I asked for four teachers at the new school 
inmy letter of September 8th 1959 only three Sisters have 
been authorized. The plan outlined in my letter of 
September 8th could not be worked with three teachers. 

It will now be necessary to have boys and girls in the same 
academic classes, and under this arrangement it will be 
just possible I hope to arrange the teachers' work so 

that vocational as well as academic work can be taught. 


I am to see the Sister Superior and Prefect of 
Studies this afternoon and I shall do all I can to assist 
first these Sisters of St. Ann to make out their requisition 
for supplies and later to assist the actual Sisters going 
to Cowichan with the organization of the classroom work. 


The original requisition forwarded to Mr Moore 
by the Sisters of St. Ann included many of the articles 
mentioned in this letter, Other articles, some necessary 
and some unused in our schools, were included, and as the 
requisition was in a form almost impossible for you to deal 
with, I am spending some time assbting the Sisters to draw 
up a better list of necessary articles, which I hope the 
Department will supply. 


While I believe the teachers, Manual Training 
Instructor and Janitor should be at the new school from 
January 4rd, the day set for opening I do not see how the 
classrooms could possibly be ready then for the children, 
May I suggest that the children ttend the new 
after the Christmas vacation ti arliest 
January 8th, but much better é 15th.

equipment and insurance.

Dear Sir: Your File 152-22-1. 


I had occasion recently to visit the Cowichan Agency 
and while at Duncan went out to look over the new Cowichan 
Consolidated Indian Day School. The building has every appearance 
of having been well constructed, and is of very pleasing design. 
One is favorably impressed almost immediately with the somewhat 
distinctive lines and general appearance of the school. The 
classrooms are large and bright, and the basement has been sub- 
divided so as to provide for Manual Training and other require- 
ments. The building, which will be completed shortly, will be 
an important addition to the facilities provided by the Depart- 
ment in this Province for the education and training of our 
Indian children. 


It would appear that the contract only provided for 

hree small outside toilets, as this is the number that has been 
erected. One of these is for the staff. The accommodation pro- 
vided in this respect is by no means sufficient, and I would 
suggest that provision be made immediately for the construction 
of an outside wreened-in boys' urinal and two extra toilets. 
This would meet the requirements and would provide two toilets 
for the girls and the same number plus af urinal for the boys. 
Board screens should be erected in front of the urinal and all 
toilets. Should funds not be available at the moment to provide 
all this additional accommodation, I consider it very important 
that the urinal be constructed, and I should appreciate covering 
authority in this respect.

I desire to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 14th instant with reference to 
certain equipment required at the new Cowichan 
Consolidated Indian Day School. You may arrange 
for the purchase of a kitchen range. It is noted 
that you quote a price of $90.00 and that the weirht 
of the stove to which you refer is 480 lbs. It is 
felt that a much lighter stove should meet the re- 
quirements at this school. [In any case it will only 
be used for limited periods and I feel that a stove 
costing around $50.00 or $60.00 should be sufficient. 


You may also purchase the shovel and poker 
at an estimated cost of $2.25. 


Regarding the kitchen equipment §60.00 to 
$75.00 should purchase all the equipment that is 
necessary. Our funds are rather limited at the present 
time and if it is found later on that additional equip- 
ment of this kind is needed it can be purchased. 


A teacher's hand bell and 4 desk bells are 
being ordered from the Government Stationery Office. 


You may also purchase 50 electric light bulbs. 


The Purchasing Agent is being requested to 
procure the school desks and teachers‘ desks and chairs.

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lumber that is necessary for these purposes and have 
the manual training instructor and the older boys do 
the work. Such procedure will mean a slight delay 
in having this equipment ready for use but it will 
provide good training for the boys and besides a 
considerable saving in cost should be effected. 


I note that there are some tools available 
for the manual training class at the present Cowichan 
Day School and that these will be transferred to the 
new school. Inspector Barry surrests an expenditure 
of $150.00 in the purchase of new tools but, as stated 
above, our funds are limited at the present time and 
consequently we can only consider an expenditure of 
approximately $75.00 for the purchase of new tools. 
If more are needed we can arrange for their purchase 
after April 1. I think I can depend on you to purchase 
only the tools that are absolutely necessary. 


The Department does not consider it advisable 
to purchase wall clocks due to the fact that this would 
involve considerable expenditure and our experience 
shows that they are cortinually going out of order and 
require repairs. You may, however, if you consider it 
necessary, purchase an ordinary alarm clock to be placed 
on the teacher's desk in each of the class rooms.

Owing to present economic conditions and the high cost of 
relief, the Department feels that when an opportunity arises 
where the employment of an Indian will meet the requirements, 
he should be given consideration. 


Major MacKay has thoroughly discussed the 
matter of a Caretaker for this school with the Indian Agent, 
Mre Ke He Moore, and has recommended the employment of 
Chris Canute, of the Cowichan Heserve, for the position. 

He is 358 years of age, good living and industrious, and is 
stated to be qualified to undertake the work. 


It is thought that 4600.00 per annum would 
be a fuir and reasonable salary. 


I have, therefore, prepared a submission to

Deducting the cancelled 
items from the list, which I understand Mr. Moore has received 
authority to purchase, the lowest quotation is $134.74. In view 
of the third paragraph of your letter above referred to limiting 
the expenditure on kitchen equipment to 575.00, I should appreciate 
your further instructions before placing the order. 


I have exemined stoves available here at a price of 
$50 to j60 and would say without hesitation that they are too 
small for a school which has been built to accommodate 120 pupils 
and which in all probability will have 100 pupils in attendance 
before the close of the current school year.

Memorandum - Mr. Webb:- 


Re: Improvements School Grounds 
Cowichan Indian School, 


Duncan, B.C. 


In accordance with your instructions 
visited this school on December 8th in company 
with the Indian Agent, Mr. Moore, and after look- 
ing over the situation beg to report that to carry 
out full improvements as outlined in detail here- 
after will cost approximately $1035.00, 

During time of visit the grounds were 
very wet from exceptionally heavy rain falling 
at the time and the previous day. Conditions were 
therefore as severe 48 are likely to be encountered 
unless after melting snow. 

The several items which it is suggested 
might be improved are as follows. These are given 
in order of importance:- 

TOILETS:<- The present toilets with capacity two 

for boys and two for girls are rather small for a 
four-room school (with domestic science and manual 
training rooms additional) which might easily have 

a school population of from 160 to 200 pupils. It 

is suggested the pupils toilets be doubled in size 

by affixing directly to present toilet one of same 
size as that at present in place with fence in front 
and end as shown on plan. Doors on the boys' toilets 
to be left off. The cost of these improvements 


is estimated at $114.00 made up as follows: 
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2 toilets | $40.00 $ 80.00 

Fence, 6-feet high 18.64 

Trough 5.00 

Plus 10% 10.36 $ 114,00 
WALES: A wooden walk should be provided from the 
road to thé front of the school and also from the 
terrace about the rear door to the toilets. The 
front walk to be of l-inch slatted material 
4-feet wide and the others to be 2}-feet wide 
except inside fence of toilets where 4-foot walks 
are needed. It is assumed the main entrance for 
pupils will be at rear door and a 10 ft. by 10 ft. 
platform should be built in front of this door, 
This platform to be slatted of 2-inch material. 
The cost of these improvements would be approximately 
$114.50, and work required is as followsi- 

102 ft. of 4-foot walk laid and painted. 

220 ft. of 2¢-foot walk laid and painted. 

1-10 ft. x 10 ft. platform laid and 

painted. 

GRADING AND CLEARING: Between the school and 
the road there is a small area of brush, also 4 
similar area just to the southeast of the school. 
These should be removed and the area about the 
school properly graded up as shown on the plan. 
The area in front of the school contains three 
stumps which will have to be removed. One of these 
is of good size and appears quite solid. The 
others are partly rotted. Provision for flag pole 
with pulley and rope anda its erection should also 
be made. The cost of grading and clearing is 
estimated at $82.90. It is estimated this work 
could be done with one team and driver, and four 
men in approximately four days, plus one man day 
for flag pole. 


Total 4 team days and 17 man days. 
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GRAVELLING ROAD ETC. As the fuel room and entrance 
is on south side of the building, it will be necessary 
to provide access to it by wagon or truck, therefore 
a road will be necessary from the highway to rear of 
building. It is estimated that roadway with six 
inches of gravel and about 10 feet wide would be 
satisfactory. A culvert must also be placed as shown 
on plan. To provide room for trucks to manoeuvre 
at fuel entrance and also to provide a parage ground 
for pupils it is considered 6" gravelling should be 
continued as shown on plan. Gravel should also be 
provided around the hydrant in the yard and from there 
to the road. It is also desired that a 10 foot strip 
of 4-inch gravel be placed on sides and front of 
building. The estimated cost of this work is $80.70 
nade up as follows; 

6" gravel on road and parage, 4700 square feet 

4" sravel around three sides of school, 1900 square 


feet. 
Estimated 110 yards of gravel required. 


The drainage of the grounds is very necess- 
ary if they are to be used for playing fields, as 
due to its general flatness and clay surface soil 
the heavy rains usual during the winter in this dis- 
trict do not run off and undoubtedly the grass which 
now covers a good portion of the grounds would soon 
be destroyed if drainage is not provided. 
necessary the swamp in the bush lying to soutlie 
of school should also be again drained and some pro- 
vision made for removal of ground water now spilled 
on to land to west of school. As it may not be con- 


sidered necessary to put in tile drains at present, 
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this estimate is divided into two parts. Under ditches 
is included the clearing of the highway ditch which 
is now causing 4 considerable amount of water trouble 
at the site, clearing of old ditch from the swamp 
and clearing of diteh from pond on land to west. The 
cost of this work should cost not over $28.20. Work 
te be done is as follows:- 
Clearing highway ditch, 2 men 1 day 
7 old ditch from swamp, 2 men 1 day 
° old ditch from pond 
on land to west, 2 men 2 days 
Total 8 man days 
DRAINS 
To further improve the condition of grounds 
it would be advisable to install certain tile drains 
as shown on the plan. The estimated cost of this 
work would be j172.30. 
Work proposed is laying of following:- 


260 feet 4" agricultural tile drain 
450 feet 3" " " " 


As it is desired to teach a certain 

amount of farming at the school and as a garden is 
proposed, it is very necessary the property or at 
least a portion, be fenced. This fence will ajso 
keep stock out and thus protect the buildings etc. 

It has been suggested by the Indian Agent that a four 
foot stock fence be erected around the whole property 
with two 10-foot gates and two 4-foot gates as shown 
on plan. On the highway side of property and on 
west side where fence would be across open land a 

2 x 6 rail be placed on top and one of same size 


about half way up the poste These rails would pro- 
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tect fence from children climbing it. Where fence 
is through woodland it is suggested that wooden 
rails be left off and a line of barbed wire be placed 
on top. The estimated cost of the fence around the 
whole property is $407.40. 
Work etc. to be included is as follows: 

2000 feet of clearing for fence 

2000 feet #1936 Me & Mc Heavy Stock fence 

1250 feet 4 point cattle barbed wire 

2 - 10 foot gates 48" high 

2- 4 foot gates 48" high 

1500 lineal feet 2 x 6 cedar rails painted 

Necessary 4 x 4 cedar posts dipped and 

painted. 
SUPERVISION 
It is believed supervision of this work 

if carried out by Indian labour is necessary and 
an item of $35.00 to cover living expenses etc. 
during progress of work is included. This is based 
on sufficient men being available to complete work 
in about one week. All buildings, fence, walks 
etc. are to be painted with brown creosote stain and 
bottom of fence posts tarred. UEgstimates cover cost 
of this work,

City of Duncan in the Province of British Columbia carrying on 
business as Cowichan Valley Bus and Taxi Services (Kyle) and

/ With reference to your letter of the Sth ultimo, 
regarding transportation of pupils to the new Cowichan 
Consolidated Indian Day School and acceptance of the offer 

of the Cowichan Valley Bus and Taxi Services, for the 
ensuing six-month period, which you stated you would prefer 
to cover a longer period unless there were reasons to the 
contrary, I would advise that I had the Inspector of Indian 
Agencies go into this matter when he was in Duncan recently, 
and he found that the Duncan School Board was employing this 
firm on a five-year contract, and securing their copy of the 
agreement, he drafted a similar agreement modified to meet 
our conditions, also inserting a clause (Section 17) enabling 
the Department to cancel the contract on ninety days' notice. 
While it is considered that the Department's interests are 
fully protected, it would be appreciated if the proposed 
contract receives careful consideration. Meanwhile, the 
transportation of the children is fully arranged for until 
the end of this term, in June, in accordance with your in- 
structions of the 5th ultimo.
